- Aunany, July 9.—The. Hon. John F. 
Smyth, Chairman of the Republican State 
Committee, was asked to-day when the com- 
mittee would be called together to decide on 
the time and place for the State Convention. 
Nothing definite has yet been done. He said: 
** Mr. Edward M. Johnson, Secretary of the 
commiittee, was here last week, and I request- 
ed him to write and to communicate with the 
members of the committee to obtain their 
views on the subject. I presume the commit- 
tee will meet in New-York as usual about 
Aug. 10 and issue the regular call for the 
convention. If the general opinion favors an 
early convention, as I am told that it does, 


the convention will probably be called for 
date in the first fortnight of September. 
There has been informal talk about the place. 
toga, of course, has been named, but I 
understand the hotels will not be willing to 
accommodate the delegates before Sept. 15, 
and that fact proves an obstacle to holding 
the convention there. If an earlier meeting 
should be deemed advisable, Richfield Springs 
is ambitious to be chosen as the meeting-place 
this year, and I am informed that the hotel 
proprietors and citizens of the place have ex- 
pressed themselves willing to bear the expense 
of the erection of a convention wigwam. Over 
$1,500 can be readily pledged for the purpose, 
Iam assured. The hotel facilities are good, 
and I am inclined to believe that Richfield 
might he a judicious choice. The Republicans 
of Central and Western New-York would 
doubtiess favor it.” 
“What do you think is the feeling of Re- 
publicans about the coming campaign ’ 
** You t to know more about it than I 
do,” replied Mr. Smyth. ‘I have devoted 
ictly to business and have paid no 
litices. As Chairman of the 
committee I hold myself in readiness to do 
whatever seems best to the majority of the 
committee, but from what I hear I judge that 
the party is coming into unity, and wiil be in 
—_ condition for the coming campaign. 
erything seems to be looking better than 
last year. I acknowledge that is not saying 
much, for affairs couid not have been in 
poorer shape than they were last year. The 
feeling in this county is much better than it 
was, and I take it that the discord in Albany 
was more violent than anywhere else. When 
the Albany Republicans come together it is 
safe to say that Republicans in other parts of 
the State are ready to unite.

SENATOR ROLLINS AND HIS FOEs. 


A FULL VOTE EXPECTED TO-DAY—THE ROL- 


LINS MEN MAKING GREAT EXERTIONS. 

Coxcorp, N. H., July 9.—The afternoon 
and evening trains have brought back many 
members, and it is expected that there will be 
a full convention to-morrew. It is reported 
to-night that Mr. Rollins has summoned work- 
ers from all parts of the State and declared 
that the utmost effort will be made to bring 
out his full strength to-morrow. A confer- 
ence of his men was held to-night, and they 


declare that they have reasons for encourage- 
ment, but they do not state them. It is 
rumored that Mr. Rollins has made efforts to 
‘draw over to himseif Marston, Stevens, and 
‘Briggs with their forces. This will be impos- 
sible, and his best effurts can hardiy improve 
his chances. It has been the general opinion 
that there will be an election this week, but 
the leaders say they do not expect one. To- 
morrow will see the largest vote since the be- 
ginning of the struggle, and factional lines wil! 
probably be sharply drawn. By Wednesday 
it is expected that some changes will occur, 
end soon thereafter the situation will be ripe 
for a combination and an election. A promi- 
nent} candidate said to-night that a union of 
the anti-caucus forces was only a question of 
time, and he expects it next week. The ex- 
citement here is on the increase, and forthcom- 
ing events will add to it. There is not the 
least bitterness between the forces of the 
eeveral candidates or between the candidates 
themselves. Rollins evidently expects to 
strengthen his sition by to-morrow. The 
opposition to him, however, will, not come 
round to his support.

OPINIONS REGARDING THE CHANCES OF 
HEWITT, SHERMAN, AND ARTHUR. 

Wasutnerton, July 9.—Senator Pugh is 
still of the opinion that Mr. Abram S. Hewitt 
is the man the Democrats ought to nominate 
for President, while there are other Democrats 
whom he (Mr. Pugh) would personally prefer. 
He says he is convinced that if the Democrats 


must have New-York State to win the national 
contest, no man is so available as Mr. Hewitt. 
In talking about Mr. John Sherman asa candi- 
date for the Kepublicans, he expressed the opin- 
fon that Sherman was the strongest man m the 
ty judged by great public services, but his 
ck of personal warmth made him an undesi- 
rable candidate. *‘* The wires are down,” said 
he, ‘‘ between Sherman and the common mus- 
ter.” Mr. Pugh regards it as almost inevita- 
ble that Gen. Arthur will be the candidate of 
the Republicans. ‘* He’s the worst man in one 
way, and he’s the best President the country 
has had since the war.” 

Bosrox, July 9.—Senator Harris, of Ten- 
nessee had an interview here to-day with a 
correspondent. He thinks that at the present 
time Ex-Senator McDonald, of Indiana, 1s a 
formidable candidate for the Democratic nom- 
ination to the Presidency, so formidable that 
were the convention to be held immediately 
he has no doubt McDonald would receive the 
nomination. He thinks that McDonald would 
certainly make a very strong candidate. He 
raid there might much be said about Gen. But- 
ler as the Democratic candidate, but if there was 
he hadn’t heard it on the Republican side. He 
thinks that President Arthur’s prospects for 
the nomination had recently brightened, but

The assassination of 
Judge Haugbn has given rise to considerable 
uneasiness in Texas, and it is not known how 
soon others may share the same fate.

Mr. Evans to be a Special Agent. When asked ’ 


to-day to furnish it for publication he 
declined to do so, and also refused to say 
whether the report sustained the charges 
made by Mr. Solomon Carter; or whether 
they exonerated Mr. Horton. ‘For official 
reasons,” Mr. Evans added, ‘“‘I cannot now 
say anything about Mr. Slack’s report.” It is 


observable that there is an abatement of the 
enthusiasm with which Mr. Horton was de- 
fended by the Interna! Revenue Bureau a few 
days ago, and the inference is drawn that the 
report on Mr. Horton is not favorable to that 
gentieman, 

Mr. Evans has an off-hand way of doing 
business that may well startle some of the 
Government officers who have been longer in 
the service than he, and more accustomed to 
observing certain judicial forms, particularly: 
in the matter of reaching decisions. A 
story in point is told of an actual oc- 
currence in the Commissioner’s office. The 
head of one of the divisions went to 
the Commissioner to show him an 
advertising page in a magazine, setting ‘orth 
the excellent curative properties of a mixture 
of rye whisky and rock candy, and to ask 
whether the dealers in the mixture could be 
properly taxed. The only tax heretofore paid 
was that collected from the sale of proprietory 
stamps to be affixed to the bottles. yithout 
referring the matter to any legal adviser, Mr. 
Evans promptly decided that dealers in this 
branch of rock and rye should pay the special 
tax of $25, and gave directions for the prep- 
aration of a circular on this subject. Should 
this circular be issued, it will no doubt greatly 
astonish a large number of merchants who 
had no idea that they were in danger of being 
put on the list of persons subject to special tax.

THE -SENATE RULES COMMITTEE. 


ONLY ONE MEMBER GOKS TO BAR HARBOR 
—A SLIGHT MISUNDERSTANDING. 

Wasntncton, July 9.—Senator Sherman, 
who arrived here to-day, says that a mistake 
was made by the clerk of the Senate Commit- 
tee on Rules in announcing that the whole 
committee would go to Bar Harbor 
to work upon the proposed revision. 
After it had been proposed that the 
entire committee should go to Maine 


to complete the work, it was decided to be 
better for a sub-committee to look over the 
scheme and present the work to the whole 
committee in October, in this city, to be fin- 
ished by them before the assembling of Con- 
gress. That plan will be carried out 

Boston, July 9.—Senator Harris, of Ten- 
nessee, was the only member of the Senate 
Committee on Rules who arrived here to-day. 
He expected to meet, either here or in New- 
York, Senators Sherman, Harrison, and 
Gorman, the other members of the com- 
mittee, and to go on with them to Bar 
Harbor, where Senator Frye, Chairman 
of the committee, was to be met. Senator 
Harris found dispatches here from Senator 
Sherman stating that he understood the time 
of meeting haa been changed, and from Sena- 
tor Harrison, stating that he couid not well 
join the committee at this time. Senator Har- 
ris was accompanied by Sergeant-at-Arms 
Bright, of the Senate, his two sons, and C. B. 
Reade, clerk of the committee. The party left 
for Bar Harbor this evening, expecting to 
meet Senator Frye there and, perhaps, a 
quorum of the committe. 
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A BLOODTHIRSTY PREACHER. 


A TEXAS CLERGYMAN SHOOTS A NEIGHBOR 
IN A TRIVIAL QUARREL, 

LittLe Rock, Ark., July 9.—A gentleman 
who reached this city to-day from Osage, Coryell 
County, Texas, gives Tux Tixes’s correspondent 
particulars of a sheoting affray at that point on 
Sunday which was parti¢ipated m by the Rev. Mr. 
Singleton and R. M. Moore. The men are neighbors, 


and have lived on terms of friendship for some 
time. A few days ago they quarreled over some 
trifling matter, and parted enemies. Last Sunday 
evening they met, when the quarrel was renewed. 
The dispute terminated by Singleton drawing a re- 
volver and opening fire on Moore. The latter flue, 
but his assailant continued firing. Moore was 
wounded three times, one ball entering his arm, 
another his hand, and a third his back. ‘The latter 
is considered dangerous, and fear is expressed that 
it may cost him his life. Moore is much respect- 
ed, and is said to be quiet and inoffensive. 
Singleton is a Baptist minister, possessing talents 
of a high order and a wide circle of acquaintances. 
He isof a nervous temperament, highly excitable, 
and has the temper of a demon. hen he fired 
the shots it is generally believed be was mad with 
rage and hence irresponsible for his actions. He 
has not been captured, though a large posse is 
pursuing him. 


TROUBLE OVER A NEWSPAPER SALE. 

ATLANTA, Ga., July 9.—Col. Thornton was 
arrested to-day for perjury. The trouble grews 
out of a disputed sale of the late Post-Appeal to 
Col, Moore, the alleged five-million miner, and Col. 


Harris. They were to publish the paper and 
divide the profits with Thornton. They did 
not get out a single issue for a week, when 
Thornton retarned and expelled the printers 
fromthe office. At this point Capt. John Conley 
made his appearance, claiming ownership by pur- 
chase from Moore, which ownership was recog- 
nized by tne court although Thornton had in fact 
n ver received one cent for his property. ‘Thornton 
brought snit against Conley, swearing that the 
office was worth $10,000, while but a few weeks 
before he had sworn, on giving in his taxes, that it 
was worth $6,000. Postmaster Conley, who is 
John Coniley’s father, turned the /vst- Appeal mail 
over to his son, ignoring Thornton. For the last 
few days bad blood has been increasing, Thornton 
having on Friday caused the arrest of Moore and 
publishing in the Constitution of Sunday a bitter 
article, beginning “ Highway rebbery of a whole 
newspaper in day-time.” This morning Capt. 
Conley caused the arrest’ of Thornton on tne 
charge of perjury. The complications of the case 
are growling mystifying.

DISUUSSIONS IN THE BRITISH 
HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

A VOTE EXCLUDING MR. BRADLAUGH FROM 

JHE PRECINCTS OF THE HOUSE—THE 
_ IRISH LAND ACT—RUSSIA AND PERSIA. 
. Lonpon, July 9.—In the House of Com- 
"mons this afternoon, Mr. Gladstone, in reply 
to Sir Stafford Northcote, stated that he had 
received a letter from Mr. Bradlaugh aun- 
nouncing his intention to take his seat in spite 
of any orders of .the House to the contrary. 
Mr. Gladstone said the Government had pro- 
posed a method of meeting this difficulty, 
which had been rejected. it now remained 
for the House to act. Sir Stafford Northcote 
said he regretted the necessity of preserving 
order, which was the duty of the Prime Min- 
ister, and he moved that Mr. Bradlaugh be 
excluded from the precincts of the House until 


_be, engaged not , to disturb its proceedings. 


The motion was adopted by a vote of 232 to 
65. Previous to the taking of the vote Mr. 
Gladstone and several other members of the 
Goverriment withdrew from the House. The 
other members of the Ministry present voted 
with the minority. 

Mr. Childers, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
said the Government had made arrangements 
for the purchase of the Stowe portion of the 
Ashburnham collection at a cost of £4,500,

DuBLIN, July 9.—At the Sligo Assizes to- 
day sentences were passed upon i anzy, Roger- 
son, Haughton, and Kelly, the four men who 
were found guilty on Saturday of being im- 
plicated in the murder conspiracy. Tanzy 
was sentenced to 14 years penal servitude, 
Rogerson to 12 years, Haughton to 8 years, 
and Kelly to 2 years. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, July 9.—A Turco-Ameri- 
can commission has been appointed to exam- 
ine into the question of the establishment of a 
petroleum depot. The Porte has addressed a 
note to Gen. Wallace, the American Minister, 
pointing out that it informed him of Turkey’s 
withdrawal from the treaty of commerce with 
America on the eve of its expiration, and in- 
vited him to negotiate for the conclusion of a 
new treaty.

ALEXANDRIA, July 9.—According to ad- 
vices from Behera the cattle plague has ended 
with the death of all the cattle in that district.

The Vew 
Prussian Cross Gazeite (Conservative) warns 
its readers not to place too much reliance 
upon the continuance of the Conservative- 
Uitramontane coalition. The Germania, the 
clerical organ, declares the language of the 
North German Gazeite’s article, which the 
Germania beheves was inspired, to be un- 
seemly and impertinent, 

Panis, July ¥.—In the Chamber of Deputies 
to-day M. Barodet (Republican) moved that 
amnesty be granted to those persons who took 
part in the Parisand Montceau-les-Mines riots, 
including Louise Michel. M, Waldeck-Rous- 
seau, Minister of the Interior, declared him- 
self absolutely opposed to such a proposition. 
He said that it would be possible to grant 
amnesty to persons who had been engaged in 
civil war, but not to those who had committed 
offenses in time of peace with the object of 
causing a social rising and menacing Judges 
with death.

CHOLERA IN EGYPT AND CHINA, 

ALEXANDRIA, July 9.—Provisions have 
given out at Damietta and the people are 
starving. Several European‘ residents made 
.an attempt to break ‘the cordon around the 
town and’some of them were wounded. A 
European died here of cholera vesterday. The 
abattoirs of the city are ina filthy condition 
and are extremely dangerous to health. 

The 96 deaths from cholera at Damietta, 48 

“at Mansurah, 1 at Alexandria, 6 at Samanoud, 
and 6 at Shirbin, reported in a Cairo dispatch 
of last evening, were the fatalities for Satur- 
day.

* PHILADELPHIA, July 9.—An application 
was made to Judge Yerkes, in the Quarter Ses- 
sions Court, to-day, by Lewis D. Vail, counsel for 
the Law and Order Society, for a rule on Louis 
Rentz, the proprietor of Kentz’s Park, a popular 
resort near Fairmount Park, to show cause why his 
license to sell liquor should not be revoked, on the 
ground of having violated the liquor laws.

A NEW CANADIAN CUSTOMS RULE.

or in any vessel under 20 tons burden, 
registered tonnage, or in any velicie by land other 
than a railway car, or in any package, except -bot- 
tled spirits, eontaining less than 100 gallons, Wine 
measure, except for the purpose of be- 
ing manufactured as provided in Council 
on the 29th day of November, 1882; previded, 
however, that such spirits may be imported direct 
from Great Britain and other European countries, 
and fromany Brit:sh coleny and from the West 
India Isiands in packages of not less eapacity

KILLED IN A COLLISION 


_— 
FATAL RESULT OF A TELEGRAPH 
OPERATOR'S NEGLIGENCE. 

A PASSENGER AND A GRAVEL TRAIN COL- 
LIDE ON THE NEW-YORK AND NEW- 
ENGLAND ROAD—THREE MEN KILLED. 


PLAINVILLE, Conn., July 9.—Three men 
were killed outright in an accident on the New- 
York and New-England Railroad near this viilage 
this evening and several other persons were seri- 
ously hurt. The east-bound passenger train 
due here at 5:06 P. M. was 10 minutes 
late. It contained four passenger eoaches in 
which nearly all of the seats were occupied. At 
5:18 it drew out of the station bound for New- 
Britain, where it was already two minutes overdue. 
Engineer George Knickerbocker had a big head of 
steam, and started his train down the track at a 
rattling speed, intent on making up as much of his 
lost time as possible. There is a short curve in 
the road at a point a little less than a 
mile east of Plainville, and the country thereabout 
is densely wooded, rendering it impossible to see 
any object on the track until the curve is fully 


rounded. With the signals usuaily given at the curve 
Engineer Knickerbocker dashed around this even- 
ing, running at a high rate of speed. He had 
just rounded the curve and was (fairly 
upon the straight track, when: directly in 
front of him he _ discovered a. heavy 
gravel train bearing down upon him rapidly. He 
whistled loudly and shrilly, but Ic was too late. 
Withia a moment the two trains were in colli- 
sion, the engine of the gravel train was off the 
track, the passenger cars were piled in a'confused 
heap below the rails, and over a hundred men, 
women, and children were fighting with one an- 
other to eseape from the wreck. The erash of the 
collision had-parely died away when a little jet of 
steam shot up from the biz lecomotive of the pas- 
senger train, and then suddenly an explosion fol- 
lowed with a force that made the earth tremble 
and carried wholesale destruction with it. Great 
pieces of iron were hurled through the air in a 
thousand directions, and the tender and baggage 
car, whieh had been piled upon the locomotive, 
were sent flying high in the air, far over the tel- 
egraph wires, a distance of 60 feet. 

Engineer Knickerbocker had stood by his post 
after it was evident that a collision was not 
to be avoided. He had an _ opportunity to 
jump from the cab, as his fireman did, 
and.eseape, but he chose to remain, doing ail 
that he could to slaeken the speed of 
his train and lessen the foree of the 
collision, The engines when they lapped 
together so jammed and twisted their ma- 
chinery that the brave engineer found himself 
pinioned firmiy in front of his furnace and 
unable to get free. Then quickly came the 
terrible explosion. The engineer's lifeless body 
was found beside the road a long distance 
up the track. It was badly mutilated. 
An_ iron bar was thrust through the 
body, entering the bowels and coming 
out in the back. In the baggage car when it 
was thrown trom the track over the tele- 
graph wires there were two persons — James 
Church, of Willimantic, the express messenger, 
aud Charies Griswold, of New-York, a passenger. 
While the car was in the air their dead bodies fell 
from an open door to the ground. Both men 
were badly bruised, and Griswold, who was a

and confusion. Two pasenygers were dangerously 
burt, one having both legs broken and his head 
eut, while the other suffered internal in- 
juries which are expected to result fa- 
tally. Among’ those less seriously hurt were 
Samuel Andrews, of Bristol, cut .on ‘the 
face; Albert Andrews, of Bristol, leg hurt; Chartes 
Thompson, of Plainville, leg sprained, and Charles 
Matthewson, of Bristol, arm cut. 

Engineer Kniekervboeker was one of the oldest 
and most experieneed men in the New-England 
Road’s employ. The officers of the com- 
pany lay no blame to his aceount. A 
dispatch was sent to  Plainviile directing 
the station agent to hold the passenger train there 
on a switch until the arrival of the gravel 
train running as a special from New-Britain.

VERY NEARLY A PANIC. 


THE HEAVY BREAK IN THE PROVISION MAR- 
KET IN CHICAGO AND CINCINNATI. 

CuicaGo, July 9.—The bottom dropped out 
of everything on ’Change to-day, all grains declin- 
ing from 1 to 2% cents, and provisions were sym- 
pathetic. Various causes were assigned for 
the break, all of which appear to have 
been sprung by the bears for down- 
ward effect and were without foundation. 
Presidert Hobbs received a dispateh from the 
President of the Chamber of Commerce at New- 
Orleans denying the existence of reported yellow 


fever in that vicinity. Robert Lindblom received 
another from New-York denying the arrival or 
rumor of hot corn at that city. On the contrary, 
the bulls declared that new wheat from the thrash- 
er was unfit for commercial purposes, an4 exhibited 
telegrams alleging the destruction of the Russian 
crops by arasahe: pers especially imported from the 
Rocky Mountains for the purpose. They further 
pointed to the ravages of cholera, but all to no pur- 
pose. The cause assigned by the bears for the 
break is that priees are abnormally high. The real 
cause is that such former bulls as Armour are 
short in everything, and prices will be kept down 
so long as they can cover and make money. The 
policy of great and suecessful operators is now 
more than ever to shift from bulldom to beardom, 
according as the outlook promises best. i 
The outstanding creditors of MeGeoeh signed’ 
the agreement to-day to take 50 cents. There 
was only one kieker, to whom but $600 was 
due. The remaining half of this was raised 
in a- twinkling and presented to him, 
so that no obstacle now remains.

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THE BRIGGS WIFE-MURDER. 


AN ATTEMPT TO LYNCH THE MURDERER ON 
HIS WAY TO COURT. 

PHILADELPHIA, Penn., July 9.—An immense 
erowd was gathered about the station-house at 
Trenton-avenue and Dauphin-street at 10 o’slock’ 
this morning when Policemen Tomlinson and Low 
walked down the yard to the street,having be- 
tween them Charlies Briggs, who murdered his wife 
by cutting ber throat late on Saturday night. The 
waiting multitude made no demonstration until 
the policemen and their captive started toward 
Frankford-avenue to board astreet ear. Then a 
wild rush was made by the mob, yelling “ Kill 
him,” “*Hang him to a lamp-post,” “‘Lyneh him.” 
A dozen men struck at the badly frightened pris- 


oner, and but for the arrival of a squad of police- 
men Briggs would no doubt have been badly 
beaten, if not killed. The prisoner was finally put 
upon a car, and reached the Coroner's office 
safely. He sat opposite the jury, with his 
head Jeaning upon his hand, and once fell into 
a doze, from which his custodian aroused him. 
Willlam Irvin, Thomas Griffiths, and Mrs. Holmes, 
who were the first persons to meet Briggs as he 
was leaving the cellar with the bloody razor in his 
hand. testified. To none of these witnesses did 
Briggs admit the killing. The prisoner himself was 
called as a witness. 
Coroner Janney said to him: “ You are not com- 
pelled to say anything to criminate yourself. You 
know you are aceused of killing your wife.” ‘I 
haven't done it,” Briggs responded. ‘I baven’t 
heard of the affair. I—” 

‘*Now listen to me,” the Ceroner interrupted. 
“Do you wish to testify?” 

Briegs said’ he did, and was sworn. He said 
the woman was not his wife. . Her name was Eliz- 
abeth Tempest. +They had lived together for 
three years past, but were not married. The wom- 
an called herself Mrs. Briggs. They had no chil- 
dren. ‘“‘She cut her own throat with a razor,” 
said Briggs. “I was turning areund to look for 
something when she eut herself. Ihave often 
taken razors from her, and one time I 
caught her just as she was trying to 
drown hersel in the Delaware, and once 
before she threw herself underatrain. She was 
right-handed and held therazorin her right hand.”’ 
When Dr. Cadwalader was called to detail the re- 
sult of the autopsy he said the cut was entirely on 
the right side. severing the windpipe, blood ves- 
sels, and muscles. “If this woman had inflicted 
this wound herself and had held the razor in her 
right hand, on which side of her neck would the 
ent have been,” asked the Coroner. ‘On the left 
side,’’ responded the doctor promptly. ** The case 
is too plain as to who committed this deed.” said 
the Coronerto the jury. “ Thereis no necessity 
for me to dweil upon this subject.” The jurors re- 
turned a verdict without leaving their seats that 
Mary E. Briggs came to her death from wounds in- 
flicted by arazorin the hands of her husband.

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ORIMINALS AND THEIR DEEDS. 
STABBING AFFRAY IN AN ARKANSAS CHURCH 
—AN EX-POLICEMAN TURNED BURGLAR. 

Sr. Louis, July 9.—Sam Cook, the negro 
who ina fit of jealous race shot Emma Shores, a 
colored girl, at Potosi, Mo., fast Thursday evening, 
and then shot himself and escaped, was captured 
yesterday and taken back to Potosi. In his at- 
tempt to kill himself after shooting the girl he 
fired two bullets into hid head, one of which pene- 
trated both hemispheres of the brain. The other 
passed through one hemisphere, and both bullets 
are now in his skull. Notwithstanding these 
wounds, from both of which his brain oezed in 
eonsiderable quantity, the negro roamed the 
woods from Thursday evening until Sunday morn- 
ing, when he ate a very hearty meal, talked ra-

The physicians 
say that he cannot live. The girl still lives, but is 
paralyzed from t 6 effeets of the bullet, whieh en- 
tered the back of her head and passed under and 
into her spinal column.

A BRUTAL DOG-FIGHT. 
THE BLOODY ENCOUNTER BETWEEN 
MASTIFFS IN A WEST VIRGINIA PIT. 


PrrtspurG, Penn., July 9.—Jack, a spotted 
dog, and Crib, whose coat is white, chawed each 
other this morning at Collier’s Station, West Va., 
fora purse of $500. Both dogs are ownea in this 
city, Jack by Tom Brown and Crib by John Walls, 
and both have figured in numerous fights. The 
scrimmage to-day was witnessed by overa hundred 
sporting characters, principally from this city, and 
several thousand dollars were placed in side bets, 
the odds being in favor of Crib. The dogs were 
let loose about 10:30 o’clock this morning, and met 
about the centre of the pit in which the fight took 
place, both eager to enterthe game. Jack caught 


a jaw hold and threw Crib heavily. Crib pulled 
away and nipped Jack's ear, but could not hold it, 
and found a seetion of his throat in Jack’s mouth. 
Even money was offered on Brown's dog, 
but found no takers. Jack was unable to keep 
his mouth closed, and let go his hold. Crib then 
ut his teeth into Jack's throat and bezan to shake 
bim up right lively. Soon Crib began to lose 
his strength, however, and Jack proved him- 
self a splendid wrestler and threw the 
white every time he took hold of him, 
one time throwing him completely ever 
his head. Crib, however, had more strength in 
his jaws, and when he set his teeth could not be 
shaken loose, even when thrown 80 beavily as to 
all but break his oack. When luck favored him 
each would use his jaws to the best of his ability, 
but neither could sink his tusks deep enough 
to bring the blood and the fight nar- 
rowed down to a question of endurance 
only, with the chances in favor of Jack, 
who wrestled well. The round lasted 23 minutes 
and at no time during iis continuance was a 
feature developed which called forth applause 
from either side. 

Upon Crib fell the duty to make the first scratch, 
which he did without great eagerness. Jack 
bouaded almost into his corner with a yell and 
took an ear hold and dragged him into the centre 
of the pit and threw him heavily upon his back 
Crib was partially stunned by the force, 
and lay aimost motionless for half a 
minute or more with Jack standing over him wait- 
{og for him to make, a move. The moment he 
showed signs of life other than breathing Jack 
caught him by the neck and held him down during 
the entire round, which lasted 20 minutes, Crib 
fought entirely with his feet to keep Jack 
off of him, Jack would not close his fangs on 
Crib’s feet, though they were often put into his 
mouth, but expended his energy in getting at 
Crib’s ears and throat. His efforts, even when 
successful, were unaccompanied by the inflic- 
tion of any punishment. The dogs were 
whipped up while Crib was lying on his 
back, Jack standing over him, both about 
as nearly exhausted as they well -could be. The 
80 seconds’ rest allowed braced Jack up considera- 
bly, but failed to do Crib any good, It was Jack's 
time to seratch, and he was eager to continte the 
fight. When let go he broke for Crib's corner, 
took hold of bim by the back of his neck, and land- 
ed him upon his back. Crib twisted himself loose. 
and tried to get out of reach, but Jack followed 
and toreed the fichting until Crib was exhausted 
and lay down, when they were whipped up and 
taken to their corners. \When time was called for 
the fourth round Crib refused to scratoh. Be- 
fore the referee gave a decision, and be- 
fore the dogs could be gotten out of 
the pit, Jack broke from Brown's arms 
and attacked Crib in his corner. Crib's 
backers jumped into the pit and claimed the purse 
in accordance with the well-established precedent 
which makes the winning dog the loser if he at- 
tacks his antagonist after be refuses toscratch and 
before the referee has given a deci-ion. The ref- 
eree reserved his decision until this evening, when 
he decided that the money belonged to Crib’s 
owner.

MADAGASCAR. 
—_——_ -—---—_ 
Correspondence of the London Times. 

In this out-of-the-way place we have very 
few opportunities of hearing news,and therefore we 
know but little about what the French are doing. We 
await with anxiety the monthly mail from Europe, 
and that sometimes contains items which to us are 
not only new but startling. For instance, last 
month, after waiting patiently for our letters from 
Engiand, we were surprised to find that “ the Eu- 
ropeans in Madagascar were in dread of a general 
massacre!" This appears to have been based 
upon statements made by correspondents who 


had nothing to go upon but first impressions made 
after arvival at Tamatave. Thus you wait for 
news from us, we from you, and both of- 
ten have to be content with reflections and 
double reflections of rumors, which, ag ia the last 
mentioned case, are often utterly talse in the first 
instance. There is a report now prevalent that the 
Frrnch are going to demand 1,000,000f. as damages 
** for interference with trade’’—just as a pretext to 
get something more out of these poor people, who 
have already paid them only too often for various 
groundiess claims. I rather imagine the natives 
will resist this demand—for though just now they 
are rather fearful, they are going on with military 
preparations. 

There bas been much said lately in England 
about the enormops number of slaves in Madagas- 
ear, and the employment of slave l.bor by English 
missionaries. The latter practice is, on the face of 
it, not only to be condemued, but would appear to 
be an absolute impossibility. That it does exist, 
and is accepted more or Jess calmly as the inevita- 
ble, is a proof of the terrible hold which the slave 
system has taken in the minds of the Malagaey. 
slavery is all but universal, labor is looked upon 
asa degradation,and consequently free labor is 
difficult and ali but impossible to obtain. The fact 
is, almost every free person is a slave-owner, the 
exceptions being those who are too poor to possess 
slaves. We haveoccasionally had “ free servants” 
in our employ, but slavery has produced in their 
eyes such an utter decradation of work that 
they mostly turn out higbly unsatisfactory. They 
are above doing this or that, and although they 
will in time do almost anything for us in the 
house, because they see that we ccansider no labor 
degrading, yet they will not think of carrying any- 
thing out of doors. A carpenter will not even 
carry a plank, and much less would he beara 
palanguin or fetch water—the two latter being es- 
sentials of our life cut here. These grand ideas 
naturally produce laziness, and thence stupidity, 
and thus it comes to pass that the slaves are often 
much more plucky, capable, and clever in every 
way than their masters. This state of things 
makes it up-hill work teaching, especially any- 
thing practical. Those who are willing to work 
learn, and thus, while we are toiling with a class, 
we find humbers of young fellows who are nursing 
their pride, and think it beneath them to use their 
bands. 

As to the Mozambiques, (imported Africans.) 
these are a much-despised and down-trodden race, 
thouch some few have got rich and hold slaves. It 
will be remembered that these Mozambique slaves 
were set free by an edict of the Queen a few years 
ago. Some of these even intermarry with Hova 
slaves, with the sad result that their children are 
born into bondage. 

Then come the Maromita. These area class of 
slaves, men and women, principally men, who do 
odd work for anybody who will hirethem. Their 
masters send them to dig their rice-fields, or get 
them to carry them when they go toa marriage or 
a funera!, and make them pound mud with their 
feet when they are making a house or a wall. 
But, owing to the great number of the slaves, and 
the master not wishing to support his little army, 
he generally tells the Maromita to go out and get 
their own living, and this they do. Those that are 
very strong and pretty brave goto and from the 
coast, and get very good wages as palanquin- 
bearers. Of course, they keep their money from 
their masters, and soit gets all spent, sometimes 
in trade—often in drink. The rest sit about from 
morning till night on the graves along the roadside 
and outside our gates—|tke the men in the parablo 
waiting tor some one to hirethem. They are an 
{nteresting cla s, with a life and a history of their 
own, apt to grow lazy and become an easy prey to 
temptation, but with some vigor of mind and even 
independence of character, as shown in thetr clan- 
nish ways of“ doing” their maaters if hardly used. 
As arule, it is from this class that, without any rec- 
ommendation, but simp!y from their own person 1 
knowledge of them, Europeans draw now and 
then a regular servant as house-man, water-car- 
rier, gardener, cook, Xo. 


THE TOWNELEY MANUSCRIPTS. 
a 

An English paper of recent datesays: The 
sale of the important collection of manuscripts 
belonging to thé Towneliey family, which have for 
many years been preserved, with the large library 
recently sold, at Towneley hall, in Lancashire, was 
commenced yesterday at the rooms of Messrs. 
Sotheby, Wilkinson & Hodge, attracting a very 
full attendance. The collection has long been well 
known to historical students of the ancient records 
relating te the old county families of Yorkshire 
and Lancashire, as Christopher Towneley, who 
lived in the reigns ot Charles I. and L., made tran- 
scripts ot manuscripts which are in many cases the 
only records of originals now either lost or 
destroyed forever. In making those transcripts 


from manuscripts preserved’ in the muni- 
ment rooms of old families to which 
he had access, this devoted student of 
genealogies has added many valuable notes of his 
own gathered from his :riends and correspond- 
ents, among whom were Sir W. Dugdale and the 
members of the Heralds’ College. There are some 
very fine illuminated manuscripts in the sale, but 
one of special interest from its high artietic merit 
was the splendid series of six large follo minia- 
tures by the famous Giulio Clovio, which orna- 
mented a manuscript on vellum of the “ Life of 
Christ.” These magnificent examples of the art 
were executed for Alexander, Cardinal Farnese, 
and presented to Pope Paul Ill. The full-page 
paintings vary in size slightly from 18 inches by 
1144 inches to 19inches by 12% inehes, and are 
most elaborately ornamented with borders his- 
toriated and miniatures of the Evangelists, and 
four superb headings with figures for institutions, 
being throughout brightened with gold, and 
all in the most perfect state of preservation. The 
subjects of the pictures are: “ The Adorarion of 
the Shepherd,” “The Sermon on Mount,” “ St. 
Peter Holding the Keys of Heaven given by Christ,” 
‘The Resurrection,’ “ The Descent of the Ho! 

Ghost,” and ‘ The Day of Judement."”” When this 
beauriful work of Giulio Clovio was put up. a ques- 
tion was put to the auctioneer by Mr. Quaritch as 
to whetherit was guaranteed to be the work of that 
great artist illuminator, and whet course would be 
taken if it were afterward pronounced to bé the 
work of some other hand. To this the auc- 
tloneer, Mr. Wilkinson, replied he could: give no 
answer, and it must be leit to those who proposed 
to purchase it to judge for themselves as to the 
authenticity of so beautiful a work of art. Mr.

A SEVERE CRITICISM ON MR. GLADSTONE’S 
GOVERNMENT. 

At the opening of the new house of the 
Junior Conservative Club of Liverpool, a banquet 
Was given to several gentlemen, among them Lord 
H. Lennox, who, in answering the toast to bis own 
health, delivered a candid criticism upon the pres- 
ent British Government. He began by saying that 
we live in most extraordinary times. Governments 
that depended on flash votes must from time to 
time abandon principle, and we now had a Govern- 
ment presided over bya heaven-born genius and 
backed up by a pbalanx more numerous than any 
that had been existing in Parliament in his day, 
and so obedient and subservient to the will of this 
heaven-born Minister that it would vote white to 
be black and black to pe white at his will. [Laugh- 


ter.] They had a Government which was no Goy- 
ernment at all—that depended on the passing 
breath of popular favor in the House of Com 
mons—a Government of which the head was moved 
by the tail) What a topsy-turvy political world 
we lived in! Mr. Gladstone, afier opposing war, 
bad lately been making war upon Egyp'; and we 
had a Government pledged to national economy 
and retrenchment spending £4.700,000 more than 
its predecessors. [Laughter.] He would say one 
thing for Mr. Gladstone, however, and that was 
when he assumed the réle of Jingo he was the best 
Jingoof them all since the days of Lord Palmer- 
ston; and he had never heard anvthing more soul- 
stirring, more martial, and more epirited than 
Mr. Gjadstone’s appeal to his Radical sup- 
porters to pass the grants of Lords Alcester 
and Wolseley. For an illustration of the Gov- 
ernment’s absurdities, which cropped up every 
day, be would point to the Sunday liquor 
Jaws. They all looked to the Government to 
wee what they were to do, and what did they find? 
They might do as they liked. Lord Hartington 
voted for the poor man not being deprived of his 
beer; but then Lord Hartington wss not tae Gov- 
ernment, [!.ear, hear,) and the vote went the other 
way. Thénthere were the questions of flogging 
in the navy ana the contagious diseases acts. In 
‘ the latier case they had asmall and rampant sec- 
tion on the Government side of the House, who 
chose to get a snap majority ia favor of the repeal 
of those acts, which were thereupon done away 
with by a simple police recwation from tke Home 
Secretary. Referring to the charges of obstruction 
made against the Conservative Party, he said last 
year the alleged obstruction consisted of eight or 
ten nights of discussion on the Bradlaugh affair, pot 
one of which need have taken place had Mr. Glad- 
stone had the courage of his opinions and not left 
it to Sir Stafford Northcote to vindicate the author 
ity of the House of Commons and the Christianity 
of the realm. Who was the Minister who expend- 
ed week after week in violent denunciation of the 
House of Lords because they chose to have a com- 
mittee toexamine into the working of the Land 
act? Passing to a question very near his heart— 
the strength and present condition of the navy, 
and, as intimately connected with the navy, the 
Channel tunnel—he said a right honorabie gentle- 
man who had recently filled the streets of Birming- 
ham with bowling sympathizers had always been 
anti-English, and had always sided with foreign 
powers against England. Mr. Bright said nobody 
eould opposes the tunnel who was fit to be out of 
Bedlam, but when they found that the Duke of 
Cambridge and Lord Wolseley had pronounced 
against the tunnel they could judge who was best 
fit to be in Bediam. He would impress on his 
hearers the extreme importance of the supremac 
of Engiand as atmaritime power, and be asked if 
it should be acquiesced in that the British Navy 
should be inferior, as statistics showed it to be, to 
the French Navy in personnel and in guns. 
The French had made marvelous strides 
since 1872. They had, according to the 
latest statistics, 37 effective bait! ships, 
while we bad 41, and this was too near to’be pleas- 
ant, (hear, hear,) while in 188 the French Navy 
would be more modern than ourown. This was a 
matter becoming too serious for casual observa- 
tion only, for both in speed and in armor the 
_ French would also speedily outrun us. On the face 
of it, too, the French were beating us, for while 
we had 18,000 men onty emploved in the dock- 
yards, and these engaged upon the repairs of the 
“lame duck” ships which came home, the French 
had 23,000 men engaged in the yards, not upon re- 
pairs, but upon construction. Then the French had 
36,893 marines against our 12.400, and it must be re- 
membered that the French marines did far more 
work thab their English fellows, as the episode at 
Tonguin showed. In conclusion, he charged the 
Government with displaying all the defects that a 
Government could possess. He charged them with 
showing a morbid dread of responsibility, with the 
reckless giving way to any passing cry that might 
come—with a sentimental submissiveness to mis- 
chievous crotchet-mongers, and with having da: e 
that which no other Government ever did since 
England was England, in having submitted to the 
humiliation of a capitulation in face of defeat, and 
having trailed inthe mud tho illustrious name of 
the Queen. |Cheers.] 


AN ENGLISH VIEW OF LOUISE MICHEL. 
From the London Telegraph, 

Louise Michel has received a sentence which 
appears severe. It is certain that a female agita- 
tor in England who wished to ‘*‘ descend into the 
streets” and to stir up a riot, followed by the 
robbery of a few bakers’ shops, could do so with- 
out incurring six years’ imprisonment and ten 
years’ police supervision. The French authorities, 
however, know that the most trivial disturbance 


may develop irto a revolution, and they are pro- 
portionately severe on unsuccessful attempts. A 
mob sucb as followed at the heels of this wild 
woman would be dispersed in London by a 
few policemen amid the laughter of the 
bystanders, but s me of the most terrible 
revolts in the turbulent history of Paris have 
sprung from causes as contemptible as the 
gathering of professedly hungry rioters who were 
led and harangued by Mme. Michel last Mareh, 
The demonstration was organized in the usual 
style; a meeting was summoned in order that the 
Government should be petitioned. Asthe crowd 
was not dllowed to assemble opposite the Inra- 
Iides a procession was formed and proceeded 
along the Boulevard St. Germain. The lIady- 
leader marched at its head, bearing a black 
flaz—have the Communards got tired of the 
red ?—and the war-cry of the mob was “ Bread, 
work, cr bullets !"" Some Frenchmen seem to be 
or opinion that it is the duty of a Government 
to feed or employ the working men or else to 
shoot them down. ‘lo emphasize the ory for food, 
three or four bakers’shops were pillaged and the 
loaves distributed among the crowd. Onthe police 
advancing, Louise Michel escaped for the time, 
but her leading parfisans were arrested. and she 
surrendered herself atter afew days’ delay. She 
had the feminine courage before the tribunal to 
give her age as 47, ana she treated the charge 
against her with something like contempt. “* Three 
shops pillegwed,"’ she exclaimed; “that is nothing at 
all!’? When it was pointed ont to her that her 
aceomplices studied “ explosives,”’she added, ‘* Cer- 
tainly; I encourage them; I would rather see 
young men so employed than wasting their time 
in cafés.’’ On being told that out of 38 of her fol- 
lowers 11 were common thieves, she grandly re- 
torced: ‘** We cannot ask the people who follow us 
for their.coudenination reports.” Pouget, her 
leading partisan on this occasion, had written a 
pamphlet in which he declared that “the killing 
of an employer or deputy was worth a bundred 
speeches,’ and in his lodgings were found the in- 
gredients of explosive preparations. It was ohar- 
acteristic of French trials that M. Rochefort was 
summoned to testify that when a prisoner on board 
ship with him on her way to New-Caledonia she 
gave away her clothes to her fellow-convicts. 
“She used,” he added, “to walk the deck half- 
elad during the excessive cold, giving everything 
to her comrades,”” Mme. Michel, in an agony of 
mcdesty. begged the witness to stop, but he piti- 
lessly continued to expose her beneficence,

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THE GRAVEYARD OF THE GIANTS. 
From the Mandan (Dakota) Pioneer. 

Two miles from Mandan, on the bluffs near 
the junction of the Hart and Missouri Rivers, is an 
old cemetery of fully 100 acres in extent, filled with 
bones of agiant race. This vast city of the dead 
lies just east of the Fort Lincoln road. The ground 


has the appearance of having been filled with 
trenches piled full of dead bodies, both man and 
beast, and covered with several feet of earth. In 
many Dilaces mounds from 8 to 10 feet bigh and 
some of them 100 feet or more in length have been 
filled with bones and broken pottery, vases of va- 
rious bright-colored flintsand agates. The potte 
{s of a dark material, beautifully decorated, del!- 
oate in finish and as light as wood, showing the 
work of a people skilled in the arts and possessed 
of a high state of civilization. This has evidently 
been a grand battle-field, where thousands of men 
and horses have fallen. Nothing Hke a systematic 
or {utelligent exploration has been made, as only 
little holes two er three feet in depth have been 
dug in some of the mounds, but many of the bones 
of man and beast and beautiful specimens of 
broken pottery and other curiosities have been 
found in these feeble efforts at excavation. We 
asked an aged indian what his people knew of 
these Sancient graveyards. He answered: “ Me 
know noting about them. They were here before 
the red man.”

He was an errand boy and the driver of a water- 
cart in Zanesville. His elder brother had some in- 
fluence with the Congressman of the district, and 
in 1848 bad Phil appointed as a Cadet to the United 
States Military Academy. No need to follow him 
from the graduating class to the close of the war. 
In school be was a student. The honor of disoover- 
ing his merits as a soldier lies betwen Gen. Grant 
and the late Edwin M. Stanton. ‘he two latter 
and President Lincoln were talking one evening 
about the cavalry being without a head or leader. 
Buford was de-d. 

**How would Sheridan do?” asked the Secretary 
of War. ; 

*That’s the very man,” answered Gen. Grant. 

“Do you know him?!” asked President Lincoln. 

**I do.” replied Gen. Grant. “I watched him at 
Missionary Ridge.”’ 

“ Send for him,” responded the President. 

He is one of the best dressed men on the streets 
of Chicago. His tailor lives here, and says he has 
the best figure of any customer he has, His fits 
are of the glove pattern, and as he walks down the 
street with a cigar, a switch cane in his hand, a 
white hat, and bis apparel without a wrinkle, he is 
as graceful a figure as appears in the “ passing 
show.” He is most respectful in his pew at St. 
Mary’s, where he can be found nearly every Sun- 
day.. His nearest approaeh to aristocratic bearing 
is his crest. 

He isto leave Chicago in Septemper for Wash- 
ington to succeed Gen. Sherman. This reminds 
one that he was one of the first Captains in Sher- 
man’s regiment. His going will rob Chicago of 
one of its most cherished celebrities. _— from 
the pride which citizens take in him as the soldftr, 
those who know him in his social relations will 
have genuine reasons for regret. The prepara- 
tions for an adieu to him are now being arranged. 

Gen. Sheridan was born in 1831, and his wife is 
the daughter of Gen. Rucker, of the recular army. 
He wooed and won her here. He isa Chicago man. 
The most intimate friend he has said a few days 
ago: “I know whereof I speak when I say to you 
that In all of his suecess Gen. Sheridan rever had a 
political aspiration of any sort in his life.” 

Aside from his military life there are few anec- 
dotes of Gen. Sheridan. Once, ; ftera eertain bat- 
tle in the South, during one of the seasons of in- 
activity which always followed an advance in the 
earlier years of the war, Gen. Sheridan went on a 
visit to his native heath. The fact that be was 
coming etirred up those along the way whose 
enthusiasm had been latent while their hero 
had been in danger. They prepared him 
a royal reception. People from the fields 
and towns remote from the railway lines 
came out in wagons, stages, and carts, At the 
point where the little soldier was to be received 
the multitudes assembled. One of the trains came 
in and a shout went up. The crowd seized arichly 
uniformed soldier, and the hurrabs tor Sheridan 
circled to the sun, The bande played andthe anvil 
artillery beiched. The soldier was carried to a 
coach, and the committee was crushed by the pop- 
ulace. As the conveyance was about to move 
some newspaper reporter chanced to discover that 
the guest was another man—Col. Mike Sheridan, 
the brother of the General. He had submitted to 
the inundation of w lcome, and when the mistake 
was discovered appeared as much contented as 
the crowd appeared sold. 

The next train broughtin the right man. The 
excitement was not quite so intense, having spent 
its force on Col. Mike. The way was open to the 
old stage coach which waited. The committee 
bowed atthe door. The warrior, arriving at the 
step, motioned the committee to precede him. The 
members went in and were seated. Then the Gen- 
eral shut the door, lighied acigar. and said: **Gen- 
tlemen, with your permission I wiJl ride with the 
driver.”’ The master of the reins glowed like a 
heated furnace. He drove away in a manner that 
was stately. The General {1 replacing his cicar 
put the lighted endin his mouth. He winced and 
shook his head. The jehu managed to get his head 
turned from the wheeler and said: *'From the 
fuses that they was makin’ about ye. I never 
thought yees was afraid of a little foire like that.’’ 

One of the misfortunes of greatness is that it at- 
tracts that class of creatures known as “ cranks.” 
There are several of these who have at varions 
times made threats to Gen. Sheridan by letter. But 
there are others who have seught to kill hlm with 
admiration. «Since be has been in Chicago he re- 
ceived acommunication which oovered s!x pages 
of “legal cap.” The writer had followed the 
career of the soldier withan eye of plensure anda 
heart of joy

soldier, and he begged Gen. Sheridan to aceept his 
persona! draft, whieh he inclosed, for $6,000.

CHOLERAIC FEVER, 


THE CHARACTER OF THE PRESENT EPIDEMIO 
IN EGYPT. 
From a Correspondent of the London News. 

I observe that the native Egyptian authori- 
ties and some of the English officers in the Khé- 
dive's service are in doubt as to the real nature of 
the epidemic which, having broken out at Daml- 
etta, has appeared in Mansourah and some of the 
intervening villages. By some the diseaso is 
called Asiatic cholera, by others “gastric fever.” 
The published details of the symptoms aro rather 
meacre, but from the particulars already made 
known I am inclined to believe that the Damietta 


outbreak is not one of cholera, but of a virulent 
form of fever which in some of its stares bears a 
close resemblance to it. It is worthy of note 
that the Egyptian epidemic cannot be accounted 
for by transfer or contagion from Bombay or 
Caleutta, the nurseries of cholera. It is true 
that sporadic cases occur in both cities all the year 
round, but in neither is there at present anything 
like an abnormal! prevalence of the malady. [f, as 
I suspect, the Egyptian cholera is nothing else but 
“choleraic fever,” the necessity for quarantine 
reculatlons such as are applied in the case of 
cholera will be removed. There is no roason 
whatever for supposing that this fever is conta 
gious. The name “ cholerale fever" was, for want 
of a better, invented in the Punjab two years ago, 
on the eceasion of a frightful outbreak which in 
four months killed thousands of people in the na- 
tive town of Lahore, and very nearly 12,000 of the 
120,000 inhabitants of Amritsar. I gasin the thick of 
it, and retain an unpleasantly vivid memory of the 
appearance and progress of the epidemic, In An- 
gust and September, when the fever, which broke 
out in the middle of June, was nearly reaching its 
height, the city of Amritsar resembied a city of 
the dead. The hot, damp, heavy air smelled of 
disease and death; and the same description would 
apply to the provincial capital, Lahore. In La- 
hore elty the mosquea resounded with pray- 
ers for the Divine intervention, and the Hindu 
priests were repeating their mantras for the 
same desirable object; while in Amritsar—the 
holy city of the Sikhs—the gurus were reading 
the sacred “Granth” day and night, without 
intermi-sion, one guru being always ready to take 
up the holy text at the point where his exhausted 
brother left off. Yet the Sikh ritual failed to ac- 
complieh its end; the epidemic increased rapidly 
in spite of all the prayers and all the incantations, 
and the cases, whichin June were counted only 
by the score, rove to thousands in September and 
October. Atthe rate at which the people were 
dying, the largest city inthe Punjab would have 
been‘depoputated in somes three years’ time. Cholera 
raced simui!taneously with the fever. The cholera 
mortality was far less than the number of deaths 
from virulent fever. In Amritsar only 612 cholera 
eases occurred, as against the 12,000 fever cases. 
In Lahore the total cholera deaths were, in round 
numbers, 1,100 out of a population of 92,000. To 
the Egyptians, doubtless, it would be small com- 
fort to know that in place of the dreaded cholera 
they bad among them a disease even more deadly, 
or, at all events, more wide-spread. There would 
be littie satisfaction in their having a choice of 
ropes to be hanged with. But as_ regards the 
world outside Egypt, there would be a vast 
relief in the assurance that, after all, it was 
not to be threatened with one of the most 
appalling scourges which have afflicted man- 
kind. Indeed, even' the Egyptians themselves 
might derive some consolation from the fact. For 
the histor 
the Punjab proves clearly that the malady is com- 
pletely preventible by sanitation. And, as I have 
already said, there was nothing to show that tue 
Punjab outbreak was eontagious. For the mat- 
ter of that, it has not been yet proved that 
cholera is contagious. Perhaps the Siamese 
theory of the origin of cholera may bo as prac- 
tically useful as any other. Cholera, accord- 
ing to this hypothesis, is produced by an exhala- 
tion from a fungus which springs from the poison 
of asnake, and the exhalation is * blown over the 
world by the snake-wind.”’ However, the fact re- 
mains that everybody accepts the contagion theory 
of cholera,

VERY IRREGULAR, WITH A. MUCH LOWER 

RANGE OF PRICES. 


Curoaao, July 9.—The leading produce market; 
were very active to-day and badly unsettlea. They 
were Irregular curing the first two hours, grain being 
strong, while provisions were very weak. After tha{ 
the cereals were pulled down by the decline in hog 
products, and ail closed very heavy. The weather 14

Yhe afternoon - 
tone was steadier on the dissemination of the news 
which ail had heen waiting to hear. ‘It was ascer-

Provisions were unusually weak. They opened a{ 
a decline of 20 to 30 cents, and further felt to 95 cen 
below Saturday’s latest prices for pork, 35 to 87 
cents less than Saturday's last quotations on la 
and 3239 cents less on short ribs. Liverpool 
meats €d. to 1s. lower, and the local hog market was 
quoted at 16 to 20 cents off, with 20,000 head received 
for the day. The news that some failures in thd 
trade had occurr d in England was only known t 
one or two leading parties here, and the * abandon’ 
with which they soid was a surprise to those not in 
the secret. The latter thought thatthe yellow fever 
scare was the chief bear argument, and rded 
it as foolish, seeing that a aentioman ta. the 

rovision trade. in New-Orieans was on the 

oor here and assured operators that thera 

was no occasion for alarm. There was a good 

deal of margin-calling here early in the aay. Kew- 
York parties who had evidentiy heard the uropean 
news sent on orders to buy on the anticipated break, 
and took large quantities at the deciine. There wad 
also a brisk shipping demand for all classes of prod- 
uctat the lower prices. Lard was not much thrown 
on the first bresk, pork being the heaviest ar- 
ticle. The market rested a littie aveat 11:36 
o'e'oek, but again weakened a iittie after noon, re- 
acted slightly, and then tugned down at 12:20 in 
sympathy with grain. Pork eciwrzed on ‘Change at 
$14 Yo vid for August and $14 3744 bid for September. 
Lard closed at $8 75 bid for Augtst and $8 ¥> bid fos 
September. Snort ribs closed at $7 30 bid for August 
and $7 4244 for september.

Flour was dull and neglected, One round lot was 
sold for shipment, and there was some Canadian in- 
quiry, but at prices which holders would not accept. 

It sold off &% cent 
early, impro,ed 4 cent, then dropped 2 cents in a few 
minutes, fluctuated, and turned down another 34 
ceut, closing on ’Change 2 to 2ig cents below the latest 
prices of Saturday, at 9954 a 4 for August, and 
$1 0154 for September. The Brifish markets were 
calied dull and nominal, while the crop reports 
from the West were a little more favorable. kut 
the receipts here were only moderate, and the 
market was sustained by the strength in corn in 
spite of reported weakneas in New-York aad St.

PENNSYLVANIA DEMOCKACY. 


The Republicans of Pennsylvania will 
hold their State Convention this week, and 
that of the Democrats will take place on the 
ist of August. The Democrats have been 
making a record with the State administra- 
tion during the last six months upon which 
they will put in their plea for popular sup- 
port. They have had control of the Execu- 
tive Department of the Government and 
the lower branch of the Legislature, and in 
all measures of real reform they have had 
the aid of certain Independent Republicans 
who held the balance of power in the Sen- 
ate. They have therefore had little ef- 
fective opposition in their efforts to make a 
record 

Gov. Patrison was nominated last year 
as a reform candidate because the party saw 
in the division in the Republican ranks an 
opportunity to come into power, provided 
they could command a fair degree of pub- 
lic confidence. The character for honesty 
andindependence which Mr. Partison had 
exhibited as Controller of Philadelphia made 
the nomination a strong “one and it ac- 
counted in no small degree for the com- 
paratively small dimensions of the Inde- 
pendent vote. Many Republican voters with 
Independent proclivities voted directly for 
the Democratic candidate, and the plurality he 
obtained was not altogether a party triumph. 
While some of his appointments, notably 
that of Attorney-General Cassipy, caused 
dissatisfaction among the Governor’s best 
supporters, he has on the whole fairly ful- 
filled the promise of his nomination. But 
the most commendable features of his 
administration. are the very ones that 
have tended to produce discontent in his 
party. He has appointed some Republi- 
cans to subordinate positions and retained 
others against whom no valid complaint 
could be made, and in so doing has excited 
the resentment of some of the oJd-liners. 
His action in this respect was directly in the 
line of reform which was expected of him 
by many who hélped to elect him, but it has 
not strengthened him with his party. At 
the late session of the Legislature he exer- 
cised the veto power with considerable free- 
dom and in the main judiciously, but it is 
said by a friendly writer that in so doing he 
has ‘‘ subjected himself to more criticism 
than by any other phase of his executive 
policy.”’ 

But Gov. Parrtison has skillfully stopped 
short of any course that tended to an actual 
breach among his party supporters. He ap- 
proved with apparent reluctance a bill in 
the interest of certain great railroad corpora- ° 
tions, permitting a larger capitalization per 
mile for railroads than had been previously 
allowed, and it is said that the Democrats in 
the Legisiature were so largely pledged to 
the support of.this measure that its veto 
would’ have produced a serious disturb- 
ance. It will be noted that the Demo- 
crats of late have encouraged a large 
degree of independence in the pro- 
fessions of their candidates for high office, 
but that they resist with varying degrees of 
success the carrying of these professions 
into practice. Their ‘‘ reform’’ candidates 
are placed in a difficult position after their 
election is secured. They are pledged by 
their character and promises to a. certain 
line of “policy which they’ must pursue in 
order to justify and retain their independ-, 
ent support and which they must abandon 
under ‘every critical test in order not to 
alienate their strictly partisan support. Mr. 
PaTTison hason the whole displayed more 
courage and firmness than .is common with 
men in a like position, but;to a correspond- 
ing degree the support of his party has 
cooled. 

There is no special reason for supposing 
that the Democrats of Pennsylvania will 
exhibit more than their normal strength this 
year in consequence of the record made by 
the present State administration. So.far as 
the coming nominations are talked of,'there 
are indications that the old influences are 
regaining the ascendency. The old line pol- 
iticians are united and will control the con- 
vention and pay little regard to the demands 
of the independent vote. On the other 
hand, the. Republicans are disposed to sink 
their past differences. For the present, at. 
least, the Independents will assume that 
their main purpose has been accomplished in 
breaking up the rigorous management of the 
party machine, and the old managers are dis-- 
posed to concede this in their desire for. har- 
mony. The choive of delegates to the 
coming convention is Ieported to have been 
fairly representative of the whole party, and 
there is no sign of any effort to impose a 
prearranged ticket upon the convention. 
There is, indeed, much less of this kind of 
tactics displayed by Republican managers 
than by the Democrats. There is, every 
reason to-believe that there will be in Penn- 
sylvania a fair test of the relative strength 
of parties such as it actually is under the 
general political conditions of the present 


year.

When the 
investigation into the conduct of the trials of 
the whisky ring conspirators came up, how- 
ever, a special committee, of which Proc- 
tor Knotr was Chairman, was charged 
with the coveted honor of its conduct. A 
sub-committee of the Committee of Ways 
and Means prosecuted the unprofitable in- 
vestigation into the leasing of the fur seal 
grounds to the Alaska Commercial Com- 
pany. 

Just now, while Democratic newspapers 
are ringing the changes on ‘‘ Turn the Ras- 
cals Out,’’ as if there never were any 
Democratic rascals, many budding states- 
men are suggesting subjects for investiga- 
tion. It is very likely that the onslaught 
made upon Supervising Architect Hr. has 
already suggested a promising opening for 
the new series of inquisitions. During the 
first three months of the first session of the 
Forty-fourth Congress, the House prosecuted 
its investigations to the exclusion of almost 
every other business. Among the matters 
treated, besides those just referred to, were 
the alleged frauds in the Navy Department, in 
which the Carrgeni family and Secretary 
RoBESsON were concerned; the Real Estate 
Pool and Hatiet Ki.zoury, in which sev- 
eral Democrats were hurt; the District of 
Columbia Government, the office of the 
United States Marshal, and the Department 
of Justice; the Post Office Department in 
its relations to fraudulent contracts and 
straw-bidding, in which Mr. CRESWELL was 
accused; the Government Printing-office in 
general and the management of Public 
Printer CLarp in particular; the War De- 
partment and the Treasury Department, 
with a drag-net through each, and with spe- 
cial reference to Secretary BELKNAP in the. 
first and to Treasury book-keeping in the 
second. 

There were other investigations of a less 
explosive character, but those just specified 
were most relied upon to furnish material 
for the campaign. Honest inquiry was the 
duty of the House, and would have been wel- 
comed by the country, but the management 
of the inquisitions was generally tyrannical 
and unfair. It was necessary that inquiries 
should be conducted as nearly as possible 
in secret so as to insure the production of 
ex parte testimony for campaign uses. The 
Tilden Bureau issued a bulky volume made 
up almost exclusively of the reports of these 
investigating committees with extracts from 
testimony thought to be most damaging 
to the Republican office-holders. The book 
was & monument of industrious mis- 
representation and disingenuousness. It 
was used with great effect, however, in the 
canvass which resulted in the defeat of Trt- 
DEN. Having so nearly succeeded in man- 
aging a campaign exclusively on a basis of 
accusation merely, it 1s not likely that the 
Democrats will fail to make the most of 
their opportunities now that they have pos- 
session of the House during a President- 
making Congress. Reckless charges, bol- 
stered up by one-sided and garbled testi-- 
mony, taken in secret and manipulated for 
political effect, will undoubtedly constitute 
the largest part of the outcome of the new 
Congress. It will be fortunate for the Dem- 
ocrats if they can confine their investiga- 
tions to matters that concern Republican 
officials only. 


LOTTERIES ANB- THE MAILS, 
The decision of Postmaster-General 
GRESHAM revives the original order issued 
by Postmaster-General Key, which forbade 
the Postmaster at New-Orleans to pay any 
postal money order received at the New-, 
Orleans office and drawn to the order of the 
Secretary or manager of the Louisiana Lot- 
tery Company. This company, whose reve- 
nues are enormous, has great power in the. 
State of Louisiana, and its strength in Wash- 
ington has been frequently exhibited. From 
time to time its alleged influence in Ingh 
places has been the subject of gossip more 
or less interesting. A Washington paper 
asserted a few days ago that the Postmaster- 
General had decided to make an investiga- 
tion because it had ‘‘ been intimated that 
some of the under officials of the department 
had received rewards and fees from the com- 
panies.”” Nothing has occurred since the 
beginning of the investigation to show that 
Judge GREsHAM was moved by any intima- 
tion of that kind, but the decision plainly 
indicates his own attitude toward the com- 
pany that has been allowed to use the mails. 


The opponents of this company have 
undertaken, from time to time, to secure the 
enactment of more stringent laws relating to 
such schemes, but Congressional committees 
for various reasons have failed to recommend 
any action. ‘The company became so bold 
in the capital that after its office had been 
temporarily closed by the police it sued the 
Commissioners of the District for damages, 
although the police had proceeded in strict 
accordance with a law enacted by Congress 
for the suppression of lottery offices in 
Washington. It was said that the renomi- 
nation of Congressman Robertson, of 
Louisiana, who rashly attacked the company 
in the House, was prevented by the company. 
Mr. Rosertson has not forgotten his defeat, 
for he was represented by counsel at the re-. 
cent hearing before the Postmaster-General. 
Gen. Juspat A. Earty, one of the com- 


_pany’s ‘* Commissioners,” says that it is’ 


ridiculous to suppose that the company ex- 
erted its influence against Mr. Roperrson, 
for at the'time of ‘the lattgr’s defeat “one 
of the managers of the lottery was traveling 
in Europe for his health and the other was 
in New-York.’’ Of course the company 
had no power in Louisiana while they were 
absent. 

Those who read Judge Gresmam’s decision 
will probably ask why the original order of 
Judge Key was not revived when the com- 
pany withdrew its appeal from the Supreme 
Court. Judge Gresaam declares that ‘it 
ought to have been revived at that time. 
The company asked the Washington courts 
to forbid Judge Kry to enforce the order, 
and the courts refused to do anything. of 
that kind. The company then appealed to 
the Supreme Court, and Judge Key kindly 
suspended the order until the appeal should 
have been heard. Then the company 
withdrew the appeal, but the order was not 
revived. According to Judge Kry’s view, 
it never could be revived, for the company 
had decided that the hearing before the Su- 
preme Court should never take plaee. This 
was a very satisfactory arrangement for the 
company. ‘‘ There is no difference,’’ says 
Judge Gresnam, dryly, ‘‘ between a perpet- 
ual suspension and a revocation.”’ As to 
the ‘‘ verbal agreements or understandings’’ 
with officers of the department, which the 
company’s counsel brought to Judge Gresn- 
AM’s attention during the hearing, he very 
properly refused to consider them, but it 
would be interesting to know what they 
were, with whom they were made, and for 
what motive. 

The law contained in section 8,894, Re- 
vised Statutes, provides that ‘‘ no letter con- 
cerning lotteries shall be carried in the 
mail.’”’ In the original act the word ‘‘ lot- 
teries’’ was preceded by the word ‘“‘ illegal,’’ 
which was afterward stricken out by the 
act of July 12, 1876. This provision is 
brief, forcible, and plain. The sections that 
empower the Postmaster-General to forbid 
the delivery of registered letters and 
mouey orders to lottery managers pro- 
vide that he may do this upon satis- 
factory evidence that the managers are 
engaged in conducting a ‘fraudulent’ 
lottery. Many bills have been introduced in 
Congress for the elision of this word “‘ fraud- 
ulent,’’ which has been of great service to 
the Louisiana Company, but Congress has 
refused to even consider them. It appears 
that for the present ‘this company is not to 
enjoy privileges which other companies can- 
not have; but this is only the beginning of 
the fight, and the contest will undoubtedly 
be carried to the courts.

A CLERICAL ASTHETE. 

Few persons in this age of the world are 
so diligent in pursuit of the martyr’s crown 
as clergymen of tender years and advanced 
ritualistic views and practices. And few 
advanced ritualists are‘so instant and eager’ 
in this pursuit as the Rev. Arrnur Rircuie, 
of Chicago, whose feelings are outraged by 
a brutal press, which describes him as the 
“Pastor” of a church in’ Chicago of which 
he is properly the Rector, and would like to 
be known as the priest. 

Mr. Rrrenrz, whose harmless vanity we 
should like to appease by calling him Father 
Rrrenis, if it came naturally to address 
a young ritualist by so reverent a 
title, apparently bears the same relation 
to the church that Mr. Oscar Wiipr does 
to the world. He is a clerical ssthete. 
Strictly evangelical persons might go so far} 
as to call him a clerical dude, although. 
the peculiarity of the dude is that: 
he carries conformity ‘to the conventional 
so far as to convert conformity ‘itself into 
eccentricity, while the eccentricity of the 
advanced ritualist, like that of the wsthete, 
is extravagant; and conspicuous. , Precious 
stoles and consummate candlesticks are to 
the sacred what knee-breeches and long hair 
are to the secular sesthete, and the horror of 
the sectaries and of ‘‘ Prayer-book Church- | 
men’”’ over his performances is as grateful to. 
him as to his congener the jeer of small boys: 
when he takes his walks abroad. 


The ritualist is as well aware as the: 
sesthete of the value of persecution-as an ad- 
vertisement. To win the martyr’s crown of 
a fashionable congregation he is content to. 
bear the martyr’s cross, if it be richly and 
becomingly embroidered. . And Mr. Rircur: 
is well aware that the first, condition of dis-: 
tinction for an‘ advanced © ritualist is. to 
quarrel with his Bishop. It appears that 
for some time he has been \brandishing su- 
preme vestments and utter.church furniture. 
at Bishop McLaren and taking stained glass 
attitudes about the chancel of his church 
in order to goad that prelate to come 
on. But Bishop McLaren has apparently 
seen advanced’ ritualists before, and the 
other day he declared in effect that so long 
as ritualism was confined to millinery ard 
upholstery he would look upon it as a mat- 
ter of taste, and merely admonished his 
young Rector to ‘‘godly quietness.”’ 

This admonition, of course, was precisely? 
what the advanced ritualist had no” notion’ 
of taking. The Bishop had dashed his hopes 
of being persecuted for mere ritual, and the 
stock of toys which he had laid in* for the’ 
purpose of securing his martyrdom became 
as worthless in his eyes as green apples 
in the eyes of a bad. boy when he 
is encouraged by’ his parents*to eat them. 
He saw that it was necessary to take some 
more decisive step, and bethought him of a 
parishioner who had been drowned in Lake 
Michigan last May. Last Sunday morning 
he announced that he would celebrate a ‘‘re- 
quiem mass’’ for the repose of this parish- 
ioner’s soul, which had been neglected since 
its accompanying body was drowned, and 
the neglect of which would assuredly have 
continued if Bishop McLaren could have 
been made to show fight under a less prov- 
ocation than a ‘‘ requiem mass.”” 

f course, the Bishop cannot stand this. 
A ‘‘requiem mass’’ felicitously involves in 
one transaction the two Romanist doctrines 
of purgatory and transubstantiation, and 
Mr. Rrreure has fairly earned his persecu- 
tion. It must have been a blow to him, 
however, to observe that when he an- 
nounced the mass half of the admiring 
ritualists who had stood by him 
while his views were confined to ec- 
clesiastical bric-A-brac promptly left the 
church, and only the moiety. of advanced 
Ritchielists remained. It is to be hoped 
that the tribunal before which he must now 
be brought to trial will drop him gently, 
bearing ‘in mind that it is desirable to make 


as absurd as possible the airs of martyrdom 
which he will inevitably assume. 

An odd thing about the ritualistic mar- 
tyrs who Hurn for a space with a mil efful- 
gence like that of their own candles and 
then splutter and go out, leaving a mildly 
disagreeable odor, is the contrast between 
their preaching and their practice. They are 
very strong in theory on the infallibility of 
the church and the duty of submitting pri- 
vate judgment to its constituted authorities. 
In practice they are distinguished by con- 
tempt of the constituted authorities, and are 
only happy when they have succeeded in 
getting themselves into hot water with their 
spiritual pastors and masters. Even the 
advanced Ritcure would scarcely maintain 
that divine worship cannot be performed 
without candles or that he cannot with- 
out sin neglect the solemn duty which 
occurs to him’in July of celebrating a 
requiem mass for a parishigner who died in 
May. To pretend that there is anything in- 
volved that deserves to be called a principle 
is as absurd as to attribute a high and holy 
mission to Mr. Oscark WiLDE or to the hum-

porters. 


THE MORMON QUESTION. 

The growth of the Mormon power in the 
West does not attract so much attention 
now as it will hereafter, but here and there 
thoughtful persons can be found who look 
with many misgivings upon the continual 
extension of the system that has its root 
in Salt Lake City. A well-known editor 
of Laramie declares that the Mormons 
already hold the balance of power 
in Wyoming Territory, and ‘‘are spread- 
ing so rapidly over the North-western 
Stafes and Territories that before long that 
entire section will be practically under their 
control.”” It is well known that in the last 
Legislature of Idaho half of the members in 
‘each house were Mormons. In’ Colorado 
they have a large and thriving settlement, 
and the leaders of the church have 
recently made arrangements for the pur- 
chase of land in that State for the use of 
their immigrant converts. They have a 
firm foothold in the Southern Territories. 
Thousands of converts have passed through 
this City on their way to the Westin jhe 
last few months. Mormon missionaries are 
laboring successfully in the South, as well 
as in Europe, and Brrenam Youne expects 
to draw from the Old and the New World 
85,000 deluded victims before the first of 
next January. 

As for the Edmunds law, which was re-’ 
garded as a measure that promised to be 
very effective,.it is spoken of by , Western 
‘men as a failure because, it is said, it can be 
and is successfully evaded. So secure do 
the Mormons feel in their stronghold that 
they have already sued for damages the 
United States Commissioners who were ap- 
pointed to enforce this law, and the suits are’ 
brought to the United States District Court. - 
On Aug. 6 there will be a general election in 
Utah, at’ which members of’ the Legislature,’ 
Probate Judges, Sheriffs,' and other local 
officers will be chosen. The Chairman of the 
Edmunds commission is confident that the 
new Legislature will be elected by mo-. 
nogamists, owing to the enforcement of the 
provisions of the Edmunds law concern ing 
registration. The Gentiles of Utah declared 
a few months ago that 16,000 persons would 
be disfranchised, but also asserted that. 
those not disfranchised were and would con- 
tinue to be completely under the control of 
the avowed polygamists and of the church. 
They added that tie Edmunds law had served 
only,as:.“‘a gentle irritant.’’ had consoli-, 
dated the people,’ strengthened the power of 
the priests over their tollowers, and failed to 
diminish the number of polygamous mar- 
rmges. “They urged Congress to take all 
political power from the Mormon people, 
and provide for Territorial legislation by es- 
tablishing a legislative council, the, mem-; 
bers of which should be appointed by the. 
“President. P 

These statements.and this appeal indicated: 
the feeling of the 'non-Mormon population. 
It is-possible, however, that the Legislature 
to be elected next month will. disappoint 
those who predict that it will be completely 
under Mormon ‘influence. None of its 
members can be avowed polygamists under 
the law as construed by the Chairman; 
‘of the commission, and it remains” 
to be seen whether these legislators 
will enact laws which shall be in harmony 
with the Edmunds law. Those’ who impa- 
‘tiently assert that the Mormons ‘cannot be 
controlled by that law or by any other law 
of Congress may have good reasons for such 
an opinion, but the country will await the 
action of the new Legislature. The course 
taken by that body will show’whether or 
not the new arrangements for registration. 
and franchise have had a good effect. 


The fidelity with which the far-away Ala- 
bamian Senator, Mr. Pues, clings to the 
belief that Mr. Apram 8. Hewitt would be 
the very best candidate his party could nomi- 
nate for the Presidency is encouraging evi- 
dence of the penetrating radiance of 
such a*character’as Mr. ‘Hewirr’s in 
this ‘‘naughty world.’”’ There is no 
question that in intelligence, in accu- 
rate knowledge of public. affairs, and 
in grasp of mind Mr. Hewirr is : much 
superior to any Democrat in public’ life. 
But that these qualities will commend him’ 
to the wire-pullers of his party is an illusion 
which could not survive the climate of any 
State north of Alabama. Itis true that he 
has other qualities which would offset 
these, as he showed in the Garfield cam- 
paign. But, on the whole, it is to be feared 
that he has not the ‘‘ magnetism’’ necessary 
for a Democratic Presidential candidate. 
And besides the insomnia from which he 
has suffered physically, the sleeplessness 
with which he threatens, if chosen, to watch 
over the Treasury, would seriously inter-; 
fere with his popularity with the ‘‘ masses’’ 
of his party. 
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The resignation by Mr. RoEBiine of the 
office of chief engineer of the Brooklyn bridge 
formally marks the completion, rot only of the 
great structure itself, but of all of its accessories, 
so faras these require the supervision of a sclen- 
tific constructor. Much, indeed, remains to be 
done. The warehouses with which it is proposed 
to fill the archways of the approaches con- 
stitute of themselves a building project of 
the first Importance; but it is a project 
which can be perfeotly well executed by ordi- 
nary mechanics, The retirement of Col. Roxniine 
gives renewed occasion to express admiration, not 
maraly for the skiil of whieh the bridge itself is the 
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sufficient witness, but for the extraordinary zeal 
and persistence with which he has directed the 
work from his sick-room and for the integrity 
which has marked its progress. The rumors of 
jobbery which prevailed during the work of con- 
struction were most painful, and the emphatic con- 
tradiction which Mr. Hewitt, on his personal re- 
sponsibility, gave them was most grateful, be- 
cause it was evident tbat they imputed conniy- 
ance in the jobbery of politicians to the chief en- 
gineer, without whose collusion fraud, on any con- 
siderable scale, was out of the question.

The limitation of the speed of vehicles on the 
bridge to four miles an hour, set by the Trustees 
yesterday, seems needlessly cautious. The original 
plan of the work contemplated only a single road- 
way on each side. The roadways were doubled at 
great cost, expressly to provide for different rates 
ofspeed. It isnot easy to see why there should be 
any more limitation upon the bridge than upon 
any other street. “ Furious driving’ is an offense 
with which the bridge police have more facilities 
for dealing than the poliee in the streets, and there 
is a very wide difference between furious driving 
and four miles an hour, that is to say, a rate at 
which it will take about twenty minutes to cross 
the bridge. Nothing could please the ferry com- 
panies better, or be more calculated to retain for 
them the traffic in light vehieles than suoh a limita- 


tion.

Whatever else may be said of West Point, it 
must be gratefully acknowledged thai the influence 
of that institution is steadily exerted against lying 
and stealing and all modifications of those prao- 
tices.

An ingenious reporter has hit upon a novel 
topic for a hot weather articie, and it is to be 
feared, if his example Is followed by other ungen- 
erous newspaper writers, that a new cause of an- 
noyance to sensitive public persons will come into 
existence. The reporter borrowed from a fash- 
jonable shoe-maker his “album” in which he 
keeps the diagrams of his eustomers’ feet, both 
right and left, not necessarily for publication, but 
for the purpose of guiding the maker of shoes. 
This colleetion of maps made an impression upon 
the reporter which he promptly imparted to the 
readers of the journal that employs his valuable 
services, the Herald, of Syracuse, N. Y. It has been 
suspected for along time that the true outline of 
the human foot could not be accurately determined 
by studying the outlines of the shoe} upon it, espe- 
ciallyif that article was manufactured by a skillful 
artisan. But the revelations of this reprehensible 
person are absolutely shocking. He finds that the 
feet of leading citizens of Syracuse, feminine as 
well as maseuline, all more or less resemble the 
map of Long Island, with its jutting capes and 
promontories and its numberless indentations. 
It is to be hoped that fashionable shoe-makers will 
take warning in time and refuse to open their 
albums to the inspection of visitors. Let them 
bear in mind what irreparable damage might be 
done to some of our handsome actors and bewitch- 
ing actresses if the true outlines of their feet, 
which are never publicly exhibited except in fault- 
less coverings, were to be described in print to 
startle a publie which had hitherto showered its 
favors upon them. Even the politicians may view 
with horror this new development of sensational 
journalism, for no candidate for public office 
would care to go through a campaign with the aw- 
ful diagram of one of his own feet staring at him 
and the party to whom he looks for votes frem the 
page of an opposition sheet. 
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The police force of Jersey’ City has partaken 
more or Jess of the disorganization by “ politics” 
of the whole local government ef that unromantio 
suburb. But the capture of the burglar * Brown” 
indicates that this disorganization did not extend 
far down into the ranks. The capture was an ex- 
cellent piece of police work and showed the self- 
control as well as the courage of the two 
officers engaged. They did not fire until 
their own lives were in “extreme peril 
and one of them had been dangerously wounded. 
Such incidents are not very uncommon either in 
New-York orits suburbs, and show that we have 
the material for as good a force as anyin the 
world. Allthat it needs is the consciourness of 
every man init, from top to bottom, that he need 
fear nothing if he does his duty, and that nothing 


can save him from punishment if he neglects it. 
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Col. G. A. Prerce, of Indiana, contrasting 
the standard of honor in respectabie journals with 
that of a certain class of lawyers, asks: “Is news- 
paper honor held too high or legal honor held too 
low?” If that question should ever be fairly set- 
tled, Col. Iyczrsouu would thank his peculiar deity 
that it was not settled before his day.

THE CASINO SEASON. 

Johann Strauss will probably not live in 
musical bistory lounger than the memory of those 
who knew his worksin the day of their novelty. 
No one with a shadow of judgment would cal! him 
agreatcomposer. Yetjhe has written much music, 
in the rythms of, modern dances, which is sui 
géneris. It has a strong flavor of originality, a cer- 
tain piquancy of expression, a dreamy sepsuous- 
ness in thematic construction, and a strongly 
marked accentuation of the time. It is the perfec- 
tion of dance music. As such, it reigns supreme 
in the ball-room, and will probably eontinue to do 
so until its author joins the silent majority and an- 
other monarch ascends the throne ofthe dance. The 
idea of wedding his saltatory melodies to dramatic 
forms is said to have originated, as do the ideas of 
many geniuses of a certain order, with one of his 
somewhat frequent wives. She reasoned that 
as Offenbach’s best numbers were founded on 
dance movements, and as no one could write bet- 
ter dance music than her husband, ergo Johann 
Strauss could write better eomic operas than 
Jacques Offenbach, and, consequently, than any 
other man. This apparently logical reasoning had 
the‘ one defect that many logically constructed 
theories haye—it failed to work in practice. 
Nevertheless, Strauss has written some pleasing 
operas, in which many numbers are —of 
their kind—most delicious. “ Prinee Methusalem,” 
which was produced at the Casino last evening in 
the presence of a large and kindly disposed audi- 
ence, is one of the least successful of these dance- 
operas. The fault, however, let it be at once 
stated, Hes not so much in the music asin the 
libretto. That there 1s no Gilbert but Gilbert is a 
painful fact which stares us in the face whenever 
we goto hear a comie opera. Mr. Gilbert, like 
Napoleon, is securely “wrapped in_ the 
solitude of his own originality.”. The story 
of ‘**Prince Methusalem” is watery in the ex- 
treme; the incidents are ferced and not 
forced with success; the sction is slow, and 
the dialoguc is siewer. An attempt bas been made 

in the translation used by Mr. McCaull's gompany 
to brighten up the conversation by theatrical 
slang and modern catch phases. This is more or 
less successful, according as the mind of the audi- 
tor is inclinea. In most instances last evening the 
audience expressed delight at these interpolations. 
The music is of the same kind as may be found in 
Strauss’s other operas, with the exception that 
the central waltz movements are not so bright and 
spontaneous. They are pretty enough, however, 
to please the public ear,’and will undoubtedly 
find their way into the homes and  hand- 
organs of the Metropolis. The performance 
of the opera by the McCaull Comic Opera Company 
was weak just where the company In days gone by 
was wont to be strong. This public has memories 
too fresh of Laura Joyce, Madeline Lucette, Lillian 
Russell, George Olml, and Digby Bell to be thor- 
oughly satisfied with such singing as was heard 
last night. It is possible that the troubles of a first 
performance may have had something to do with 
the vocalization, but Miss Post was the only mem- 
ber of the company whose singing was more than 
acceptable. Mile. Mathilde Cotreliy was by no means 
equal to the vocal requirements of her part, while 
the singing of Mme. de Ruyther and Messrs. Taylor, 
Wilson, and Mafflin was, to say the least, peculiar. 
The acting, however, atoned for many musical de- 
fects. Itis upon this that the performance must 
rely for its attractiveness, and its excellence will 
woll repay the visitor to the Casino. Mr. Wilsen. 
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as the Duke of Trocadero, made a'distinot success. 
His unctuous humor was unfailing from the begin- _ 
ning to the end of the opera, and was ‘greeted by 
the audience with hearty laughter and applause. 


The pantomimic comicalities of “Mr. Maffin were . 


also exhilerating; and Mr. Standish, though op. 
pressed by a melancholy part. contrived td 
be reaily funny. The other members of the 
company were commendable in their work, 
and there is no doubt that in a few nights the act- 
ing will be more enjoyable than it was last even- 
ing.

TAXATION IN GEORGIA. 


PR STE Bs 
THE STATE’S CLAIM AGAINST THE NATIONAL 
GOVERNN MENT. 

Gov. McDaniel’s message was read in the 


Legislature of Georgia on Friday. Following are 
extracts from it: 


““Tregret to inform you that the Trea 
partment of the Untted States had declined 1 ~ 
the sum of $85,555 42 appeopriated by Co: in 
the aet approved March 3, 1833, ‘ to refund to the 
State of Georgia certain money expended by said’ 
State for the common defense in 1777.’ The First 
Controller of the Treasury has decided that this 
sum shall be credited on account of what ig 
ciuimed to be due for the quota of direct taxes 
apportioned to the State by the Direct Tax act of 
Aug. 5, 1861. This decision is, in my judgmen 
erroneous, and I have notified the Secretary 
the Treasury that the State does not aequiesce in 
it. If the taxes claimed are due, the obligation is 
upon the eitizens and not upon the State, which haa 
never assumed the payment of the taxes, and can- 
not be justly charged with them. All proper 
means will be used to secure the payment of the 
sum appropriated for the benefit of the State. 

“The subject of taxation eannot en too 
much of your attention. Equality and callosiotey. 
are substantially secured, in theory, poder our sys- 
tem. But experience proves that our laws for as- 
certaining the property liable for taxation, and its 
value, are defective, its aggregate value being 
largely in excess of the annual returns. The 
amount to be raised is regulated by the necessities 
of the State, and the rate is governed by the 
amount of property upon which the levy is made. 
It is manifest that when a citizen fails to re- 
turn any part of his taxable property, or under- 
values what he does return, he inflicts a wrong 
upon his neighbor who returns all his taxable prop- 
erty at its true market value, by raising the rate 
which the latter is foreed to pay. The remedy for 
this inequality may be difficult to apply. Ail sys- 
tems of taxation are necessarily defective. Oura 
has been steadily improving, but the result con- 
tinues to be unsatisfactory. Some remedy can be 
devised, by judicious provisions for assessment or 
other adequate means, to secure an approach to 
uniformity in valuation of the visible property of 
the people as well as full returns of all taxable 
property, and I invite your earnest attention to 
the task. It will not increase the burdens of taxa- 
tion. It will distribute them justly, and rather 
promote a feeling of satisfaction among the people 
because of the iower rate of taxation thereby made 
possible. In view of the reduction in taxation 
alreadv effected by the watchfulness of the people 
and the labors of your predecessors, without im- 
pairing the efficiency of the State Government, 
you can afford to give much study to this problem. 
We collect from the people of Georgia for State 
and county a annually less than $1 25 per 
capita. The Federal Government colleets from the 
people of the United States annually more than $7 
per eapita. Contrasting these amounts with the 
benefits received, we have just cause for pride. It 
is surprising that so little interest fs manifested in 
the subject of Federal taxation and expenditure. 
A common interest in the common Government 
should induee the people of ali the States to give 
the same attention to this subject tnat they bestow 
upon joeal systems of taxation and expenditure. 
In no other way can our complex Government be 
administered for the benefit of ali the people.”

HE TRUSTERS ADOPT A PLAN FOR 
PROTECTION AGAINST FIRE.» - 


COL. HOEBLING RESIGNS AS ENGINEER 


HR BRIDGE POLICEMEN AND SOME OF 
THE RULES AND REGULATIONS, 


Proteetion against fire was provided for the 
Brookiyn bridge by the Trustees at their meeting 
yesterday. Superintendent Martin, to whom this 
subject was referred for report, submitted a rec- 
ommendation that a permanent stand-pipe be 
erected at the foot of each tower and connecting 
‘with the roadway above, the stand-pipes to be 514 
Inches in diameter each. In the event of a fire 
occurring on the bridge the engines of the Fire 
Departments of the two cities would proceed to 
the stand-pipes, their hose-carriages would drive 
pn the bridge and make connection at the upper 
end of the pipe, and their hose could be paid out 
te any distance necessary. Mr. Martin reported 
that the Fire Departments had both agreed to co- 
everate with the bridge authorities in carrying out 
this plan. Special fire-alarm boxes at the termini of 
the bridge and a special fire-alarm signal were 
niso suggested as additional precautions. The 
Trustees approved of the plan and authorized the 
erection of the stand-pipes at a costof $400. At 
thesuggestion of Trustee Swan, Superintendent 
Martin was furthermore instructed to provide fire 
extinguishers to be placed at the towers and in the 
buildings at each terminus. The Superintendent 
stated tothe board that casks of water, witha 
plentiful supply of buckets, had already been dis- 
tributed over the bridge to meet just such an 
emergency as had now been more liberally pro- 
vided against.’ 

Chief Engineer W. A. Roebling sent to the board 
a letter, in the handwriting of his wife, who has 
been a most faith{ul secretary to him during all 
the years that be has been an inval d, tendering 
his resignation, to take eflect at the end of the 
present month. The letter said that as the 
bridge was completed the Trustees would no 
longer bave need of his services. The services 
of Engineer Céllingwood und his assistants and 
Engineers Hildenibrand and Vander Bosch, all of 
whom had about completed the tasks assigned 
them, could also, the engineer wrote, be dis- 

with at the end of the month. In moving 
he acceptance of the resignation, Trustee J. S. T. 
Stranahan said that he could not allow this op- 
unity to pass without paying a tribute 
to the i ity of Col. Roebling as a man 
and his ility as an engineer. He could 
only add that he believed that the suc- 
cess which had finaily crowned the labors of the 
Trustees was due largely tothe fact that Col. Roeb- 
ling and his corps of assistants had commenced 
the work of erection’ and had continued, during 
the 15 years that had been occupied in completing 
the bridge, their connection with the enterprise. 
Col. Roebling’s resienation was accepted, and Su- 
partntensens Martin was appointed Chief Engineer 
n hisstead. Mr. Martin will aiso continue to offi- 
‘ciate as Bridge Superintendent, although his title 
hereafter will be that of Chief Engineer. He will 
receive no increase of salary. At Mr. Stranahan's 
ion, Col. Roebling was appointed Coneult- 

eer without salary. 

Bids for the furnishing of iron, steel, and mason- 
ry for fitting up the arches in the New-York ap- 
proach as warehouses were received from a larze 
pumber of firms and eompanies. The lowest bid-

widing the warehouses. The Passaic Roliing Mill 
omeny effered the lowest bid—$22,031 66--on 
he iron to be furnished for the viaduct between 
the Brooklyn bridge terminus and High-street, and 
‘were awarded the contract. 
' The counsel to the Trustees. Messrs. Bergen & 
Dykman, having given an opinion to the effect that 
the power of appointing policemen and bridge em- 
ployes generally was vested by the law solely in 
the Trustees, the a ooase — Me ee 75 
policemen, 3 roun en, an aptain of police, 
nd 16 sar umnanner’. In other words, the Trus- 
confirmed the appointments which were made 
time ago by superintendent Martin. The 
er was authorized to suspend any of the 
mployes for neglect of duty or viola- 
fion of the rules. In voting upon the 
ppointments, Mayor Low, of Brooklyn, said that 
he had objections to at least one man, and he 
jhould be compelled to vote in the negative. Dr. 
Agnew, of this City, also voted in the negative, 
ving 88 a reason that. although the list was un- 
oubtedly all right. still he had had no means of 
Bequiring information as to the character of the 
appointments, and he could not, therefore, vote 
erstandingly. 


' Tne adoption of the rules and regulations for 
traffic on the bridge led to some diseussien over 
‘the rate of speed which should be maintained by 
wehicles. Gen. Siocum believed that all vehicies 
ought to be compelled to cross on a walk. whereas 
the printed rules which had been prepared for 
ndoption limited the speed to six miles. Already, 
¢ said,a number of accidents had occurred on 
e bridge through fast and furious driv- 
_ on the part of drunken truckmen. Dr. 
was also in favor of requiring all 

to walk. A compromise was finally 
\agreed upon, and four miles per hour was fixed as 
jthe limit of speed, the penalty for each violation 
to be $25. The other rules reauire heavily loaded 
‘trucks to keep to the right. When from necessity 
teams are obliged to stop on the bridge they shall 
top on the right hand side, so as toallow free 
passage for other vehicles on the left. Teams in 
charge of drivers who are intoxicated or who are 
Yrom any other cause unfitted to properly care for 
their team, wil] not be rmitted to cross the 
‘ridge, and of their fitness the gate-keeper shal! be 
AXhe judge. The orders of the police must be strictly 
‘obeyed by all drivers on the roadway. Foot pas- 
rs will be permitted to waik leisurely and to 

on the promenade when it does not in- 
tterfere with travel, but when ordered by the 
lice they must move On premotiy. keeping 

; the right hand side of the promenade. 
Marking or detacing the bridge will be recognized 
ms a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of $500 or 
six months’ —peecoaem, as the law provides. 
‘Ambniances, when on duty, will not be charged 
toll on tne bridge. Firemen with their apparatus, 
‘when on Saty. will not be charged toll on the 
bridge. The National Guard, when on duty, will 


mot be charged toll. 
‘ Rules and regulations for the collectors on the 


were also adopted. They are expected and 
required at all times to be eourteous and obliging 
to the public, and under no circumstances will be 
ailowed to read, smoke, hold conversation, or do 
anything objectionable to the patrons of the New- 
‘York acd Brooklyn bridge, but will be required to 
ve their whele attention to their respective 
uties. All collectors and employes are directed 
to report promptly, in writing, to the Suverintend- 
eatof Tolls any accident or occurrences of any 
kind as the attention of the management of 
the bridge. 


Treasurer Witte reported that since the opening 
of the bridge six weeks ago the sum of $30,568 had 
been collected for tolis.

A BURGLAR’S DESPERATE FIGHT. 


SEVERELY WOUNDING TWO OFFICERS BE- 
FORE HH WAS BHOT DOWN, 

A burglar who gave his name as Frank 
Brown, but who was very reticent concerning his 
previous history, was shot and fatally injured in 
Jersey City yesterday morning, after wounding 
Officers John Donovan and Charlies Reynolds, who 
had surprised him while at work. Reynolds was 
patrolling his beat im Grove-street, when a noise 
excited his attention and his suspicion at the same 
time. At the liquor store of William Seeley, No. 
595 Grove-street, there were evidences of the 


burglar’s entry. Convinced that the criminal was 
yet inside, Reynolds called Donovan to*his aid. To 
make the man's escape impossible Reynolds took 
his stand in the rear of the premises and Donovan in 
the street in front. The burglar must have noticed 
Donovan, for the officer bad searcely stationed 
himeelf in front of the saloon before the thief ran 
out through the hall to the rearof the building. 
While he F scaling the fence in the rear Rey- 
nolds callé@ on him to halt, and the man, dropping 
into the yard again, retraced his steps and tried to 
make his way out at the front. Donovan seized 
him. and a lively seuffle ensued between the two 
for the mastery. 

The burglar, Donovan says, arew his pistvl and 
fired. The ball struck the officer on the side of the 
bead, but did no further damage than to burrow 
its way beneath the scalp for aninch or two and 
then pass out. Finding that his shot had been in- 
effectual, the burglar drew a steel ‘ jimmy” from 
his breast, and, leaping upon the officer with the 
flerceness of a tiger, dealt him several terrible 
blows on the head. Reynolds, who knew that the 
burglar had been driven back to the front, 
bed, in the meantime, come from the rear. 
When he reached the scene of the conflict 
Donovan was still clinging to the burglar, but 
his head was covered with blood, flowing from five 
gaping woundsthe jimmy had made. Reynolds 
ya on the burglar’s back and tried to baul 

im off. The criminal, by a mighty effort, 
wrenched one arm loose from Donovan's grasp, 
and, drawing his pistol, pointed it over his left 
shoulder at the officer behind him. It was 80 close 
to Reynolds's face that when the trigger was 
—_ the powder burned the officer's cheek and 

lackened it. The bali passed through the cheek 
and {struck the throat within a hair’s breadth 
of the carotid artery. It was stopped 
by the muscles which lay there, and the 
officer spit it from his mouth with the blood 
from his wound. Reynolds was staggered by the 
shot and Donovan was weakened by the loss of 
blood. The burglar succeeded in tearing himself 
from their grasp. Then standing at arm’s length 
from Keynolds he coolly leveled his pistol at the 
officer’s head and fired again. The officer dodged 
the ball, however, and as it whizzed over his head 
aimed his club at the barzlar’s head. The club 
struck him, but it was not a tull square blow, and 
the undaunted burglar raised his pistol to fire 
a third time at Reynolds. As he did so 
Donovan stepped up to him, and, plant- 
ing his pistoi almost against the burgilar's 
breast, fired. The man fell to the ground, 
and Reynolds threw himself over him with the in- 
tention of disarming him. While he lay there 
struggling and bleeding to death. the burglar suc- 
ceeded in getting his weapon in position for an- 
other shot, but before he haa pulled thetrigeger the 
officers had wrested it from his grasp. He was 
taken to the station-house, where he gave the name 
of Frank Brown, and thence conveyed to the hos- 
pital. Yesterday morning it was discovered that 
the ball had passed through his left lung and lodged 
beneath the skin just below his left shoulder blade. 
The hospital physicians eay that the wound is a 
mortal one. The wounds of tne officers were 
dressed and they were sent home. During the day 
Reynolde’s throat began to swell, and there were 
symptoms of injuries which Dr. Andrews, who is 
attending him, regards as of a serious nature. The 
chanees are better, however, of his recovery than 
of his death. 

The nolice were satisfied that tire prisoner’s real 
name isnot Frank Brown. He is a German, and 
Brown is notof a name of Teutonic origin, and 
speculation was rife all day as to who the dying 
captive is. Chief of Police Murphy first thought 
that he might be the man who had shot Deteetive 
Looney in Brooklyn, and Inspeetor Jewett was 
sent for. The Inspector had never seen the man 
and could not place him. None of the Brooklyn 
officers knew him, To Chicf Murphy he would 
say only that he had come from Germany 12 years 
ago: that six years ago be had resided at Wal- 
worth-street and Myrtle-avenue, Brooklyn, and 
that he wasaconfectioner. He said he intended 
to kill the two officers, that he was satisfied he 
would die, and that he did not want his friends or 
family to know anything about the affair until he 
wes dead. We is not more than 85 years of ace, 

erhaps not quite so old; aman jittle short of six 
eetin stature, and of more than usual education 
and intelligence. He is a pronounced blonde in 
complexion, His hair, which he wears closely 
eropped, is very light, and he has large gray eyes. 
Inquiries were made among old residents near 
Walworth-street and Myrtle-svenue, Brooklyn, last 
evening, but fatied to aid in establishing the iden- 
tity of Brown. No one remembered him from his 
name or description, and no ene answering to it 
had kept a confectionery store in the vicinity. 

Late yesterday the burglar told Warden Osborne 
that his name was Frederick Fitzler, and that he 
had lived at No. 978 First-ave.uue, inthis City. The 
house bearing that number js a five-story tenement. 
It is in charge of ** Uncle” Daniel Hurley, who aleo 
has charge of the adjoining tenements. He in- 
formed a reporter of Tue Times last evening that 
he had never heard of such a person, and inquiry 
among his tenants proved that the burglar had 
given a wrong address. The population of the 
neighborhood is almost exclusively comprised of 
respectable Germans. The police of the Fifty- 
first-street station, in whose precinct the house 
No. 978 First-avenue is situated, had never heard 
of the man, and Detectives McGowan and Farley 
aeeompanied the reporter through the tenement 
houses of the neighborhood to assure themseives 
that no one bearing a suspicious reputation was 
absent from bis home.

BURIAL OF THE DEAD. 
a 
INTERRED IN ST. PAUL’S CHURCH YARD— 
JACOB M. PATTERSON’S FUNERAL. 

The funeral of the late William J. Staples, 
who died suddenly on Friday last, was held in St. 
Paul’s Church, at Broadway, Fulton, and Vesey 
streets, at li o’clock yesterday morning. A num- 
ber of the relatives and friends of the dead man 
gathered around the bier and listened to the burial 
service of the Protestant Episcopal Church, which 
was read by the Rey. A. J. Thompson, Assistant 
Rector of St. Paul’s. There were no pall-bearers, 
and no display of flowers except asmal! bouquet of 
white pinks, asheaf of wheat, and an ivy wreath, 


which rested on the casket. At the conclusion of 
the service in the chureh the coffin was inciosed in 
a box, which was hermetically sealed and eon- 
veyed to the Staples family vault, which is 
just in front of the Em.nett Monument on 
the Broadway side of the church yard. The 
slab of this vault, in which the Staples 
have been buried for the last hundred 
years, was originally level with the ground, but it 
has settied so that it now rests about three feet be- 
low the surface. The remains of Mr. Staples were 
placed in the vault, the slab wae replaced and cov- 
ered with fresh eurth, and on the top were de- 
posited the modeéet floral tributes which bad rested 
on the casket. The unusual scene of a burial in 
St. Paul’s Church yard caused passers-by on the 
street to stop and watch the proceedings, and be- 
fore the ceremony was ended the Broadway side- 
walk facing the vault was crowded with specta- 
tors. Ail day long men, women, and children 
poasee at the iron fence and peered through at the 
ittle spot of freshly turned earth, which stood out 
in bold cortrast to the greensward and beds of 
flowers surrounding it, and at times the crowd was 
80 great that it was difficult to push one’s way 
through it. The last time that the Staples vault 
was opened before yesterday was in February, 
1881, when a fema'e member »f the family, over ¥0 
years old, was buried. ‘ir. Staples was in his sey- 
énty-sixth year at the time of bis death. 

The funeral) of Jacob M. Patterson, the father of 
Police Justice Patterson, took place yesterda 
afternoon from his late residence, at No. 159 Suf- 
folk-street. Tne remains lay in a handsome cloth- 
covered casket, with silver mountings, and a highly 
polisned silver plate bore the name and the dates 
of birth and death. Onthe top of the coftin lay 
the dead man's apron, he having been a master 
mason anda member of Lebanon Lodge, No. 191. 
There was also a small sheaf of wheat, and ne-r 
by on a table stood a tall florai column, over which 
hovered a white dove. Among the persons who 
attended the services were Police Justices Gard- 
ner, Kilbreth, and Herrman, ex-Coroner Brady, 
Exctse Commissioner Morris, H. L. Haight, Presi- 
dent of the Republican Association of the Tenth 
——_ District; Harbor-master John Simpson, 
Pierson Halstead, John Wilkins, Samuel Petterson, 
Aldermen Fleisehbein and Finck, John J. O'Brien, 
Dwight Lawrence, Bernard Biglin, ex-Judge Os- 
born, Emigration Commissioner Starr, and Thomas 
Brown. The Rev. J. H. Stansbury, of the Allen- 
Street Methodist Episcopal Church, performed the 
services. He read a selection from the Psalms and 
the chapter in Paul's Epistle to the Corintbians re- 
lating to the resurrection. After this he delivered 
a discourse in which he extolled the virtues of the 
departed, aud concluded with prayer. A dele- 
gation from Lebanon Lodge took their position in 
front of the hearse. Among the delegates were 
W. M. F. W. Fleck: A. W. Laflin, Chaplain; J. Max- 
well, J. W.; Gideon G. Doyle, Samuel Sanderson, 
D. Ceohran, Thomas Lusk, J. Case, and S. J. Moore. 
The interment was in Green-Wood Cemetery.

THE WORK IN THR TENEMENT- 
AOUSES BEGUN. 
PHYSICIANS ASSIGNED TO THE FIFTY DIs- 
TRICTS IN THE CITY—WHAT THEY ARE 
TO DO FOR THE SUFFERERS. 


The physicians appointed on Saturday by 
the Board of Health to visit the tenement-honses 
and prescribe for those who are sick and too poor 
to procure medical attendance assembled at the 
Health Department yesterday. and were sworn in as 
temporary Assistant Sanitary Inspectors. Dr. Day, 
the Sanitary Superintendent, then gave them in- 
structions. In performing their duties they are not 
to interfere with persons who are already under 
the care of aphysician. They are to give advice 
to the mothers in relation to the care of sick chil- 
dren, and to treat each case precisely as though 
it was met with in their private practice. 
Prescriptions are to be made as simple as possible, 
and where the parents of the children are too poor 
to purchase the medicines the prescriptions will 
be filled at the dispensary of the Health Depart- 
ment. Many druggists in the City have signified 
their willingness to make up the medicines pre- 


seribed by the visiting physicians for a nominal 
charge. The doctors were instructed to make 
their rounds ina systematic manner so as to in- 
spect each tenement-house in their respective dis- 
triets at least twice during their term of service. 
They are also expected to report the condition of 
the premises they visit when they are found filthy 
and ina bad sanitary condition, and also filthy 
streets, gutters, &c., but they were warned against 
making frivolous complaints. Tickets for the Float- 
ing Hospital and the Sea-side Nursery under the care 
of St. John’s Guild were furnished them, and they 
were warned to exercise great care in their distri- 
bution. Printed circulars reiating to the care of 
sick infants and persons suffering from sunstroke 
were also furnished for general distribution. Af- 
ter receiving these instructions the doctors started 
at once on their rounds. The following list shows 
the boundaries of the 50 districts into which the 
City has been divided and the physician assigned 
for duty in each district:

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AMONG THE SUFFERERS. 
THE SAD SIGHTS MEETING THE YES or 
THE VISITING PHYSICIANS. 

Many funeral processions wound through 
the crowded east side streets yesterday. Some 
were*made up of a dozen carriages or more and 
others consisted of a hearse and a single carriage 
behind it. Most of the hearses contained little 
coffins, whose occupants the cool. weather came 
too late to save. Three pasred the corner of 
East Houston-street and Second-avyenue in as 
many wivnutes in the afternoon. A policeman 
said there were few blocks between the Bowery and 
the river that more than one child had not been 
borne from since the deadly heat came. The Sam- 


mer complaint took them off, and the rules for the 
care of infants issued by the Board of Health sald. 
it came from overteeding, hot and foulair. Par- 
ents were admonished by them to keep the rooms 
cool and well ventilated and not allow bad smells 
to come fram sinks, garbage, and gutters. 

The Summer corps of Sanitary Inspectors 
sturted out yesterday to minister to sick 
children and correct the evils which made young 
and old sick. There were smelis on the east side 
that the cool weather could not stop, and there 

was much need of the visits of the doetors beiow 
Houston-street. From the tal tenement-houses 

came out thousands of children to fill the streets. 

There was more health in the gutters and on the 

walks than in the close, heated rooms. The doc- 

tors found many wan faces within and sickly little 

frames that could not get out into the streets, 

Brick tenement-houses, many of them with 
others behind them, rise in Ludlow-street, be- 
tween Houston and Stanton. Some of them are 
five ard six stories high, and four familles live on 
each floor. * That house isempty,” said a woman 
as Dr. Emil Mayer knocked ata door in a dark 
hall. “That house” consisted of a room andia 
half. It was a square room, with a dark hall 
on one side for #« bed. ‘The “houses” 
were all alike. In some of them families of 
half a dozen lived. ‘The block was filled 
up with poor working Germans , whose 
large families gave them scarcely room durn 
around in their homes. Stoves stood beside beds, 
and the tables upon which were the scanty stores of 
crockery were only a few feet ty / Children 
swarmed up and down stairs. Dr. Mayer tried 
door after door, snd his search through the 
passages revealed many sick children whom his 
coming was the means of saving. In the 
rear of No, 183 a babe lay helpless in its 
mother’s arms. The doctor inquired its symptoms 
made out a prescription, gave the mother a card 
to take it on an excursion on the floating hospital 
of St. John’s Guild, and left a circular printed in 
German and English telling what to do to preserve 
its health and guard Its life. In the alleyway of No. 
ikl a white-faced baby nestled in the arms of a 
young girl. Its face was covered with red spots 
which the doctor said were due to deficient 
nutrition. In the top of No. 177 a child was 
sprawled out on a bed too weak to brush away the 
files which assailedit. A climb over the roof took 
the doctor into No. 175. A baby was convulsed 
with acough. The doctor put his ear to its heart 
and after a critical examination said it hadatouch 
of bronchitis. Like a dead child a little one lay 
among the bed-clothing in the front room on the 
same floor. Its hands were thrown over its head 
and it moved uneasily. On the top floor of No. 175 
a chiid had been sick for eight days and no doctor 
had beer called to see it. 

Sewing-machines rattle from morning until night 
in a towering tenement at No. 11 Essex-strect. 
Hundreds of Poles live in the biulding and earn a 
living by making clothing. They work,'cook, eat, 
and sleep inthe same rooms, which are far from 
cleanly. Thechildren pant in the confined rooms 
and pine for want of attention. In one room four 
men bent over the work on their machines, two 
women took irons from the fire and pressed the 
finished clothing, while children cried on 
the floor. The men, women, and children 
were sallow, and heat from the stove 
made the atmosrhere sickenigzg. The people 
toiled unceasingly for the pittance which they 

| earned to keep y and sou! together, an@ had no 
| time to find out the busineas of the intruders. Nor 
did they look up until accosted. Onan upper floor 
a wrinkled hag crooned over acrying child. A 
woman saton the ledge on the roof of No. 109144 
rocking a child in her arms. A little wind was 


stirring there and it was teful to the little one. 
Below was a stone-paved court, upon which stag- 
nant water stood in pools. A boy who ned lost his 
feet drew himseif over the roof in boxes fitted to 
his legs below the knees. ‘The Chinese have got 
# bad smell in their place down below,” said 
“but this house is all right.”” In the basement o 
the building adjoining was a Chinese laundry. 

The people were too thick to count in the Italian 
quarter in Mulberry-street. Dark-skinned children 
rolled in the street and on the floors, and it was 
hard to avoid steppirg on them, No. 68 is a six- 
story brick tenement, with a store on the ground 
floor. On the second floor live 12 families, on the 
third 12, on the fourth 10, on the fifth 9, 
and on the sixth 7. No one could tell 
how many there were in a_ family. 
Back of No. §9 a wooden building faces the alley 
on one side and a tumble-down brick building 
stands on the cther. A woman was paring pota- 
toes in the top of the wooden building She 
stopped and drew her «uife across her sleeve so as 
tomarkan X. She meant that her children had 
been vaccinated. In the damp cellar of the 
brick building children were buried in rags. 
An Irishwoman in the rear of No. 51 was asked 
how many families there were in the two buildings. 

It’s alsy countin’ ev'ry flure,” said she. She ran 
over her fingers and made 29 front and rear, but 
when the inquiry was made a#to the number of 
people in all she said: **God love ye, it would take 
a week to find out.”” A wooden rookery runs back 
from No. 49. A woman with a quid of tobaceo in 
her mouth said: *‘ Now, I'll tell you the truth. 
These is stale beer shops." Italians and American 
women with swollen faces sat on benches in the 
dirty rooms drinking stale beer which was do ed 
out at 2 cents a pint. Children were running in 
and out. The smell from the garbage in the alley 
was sickening. ‘‘ Hoping as how you'll excuse me 
for having the impudence to address vou as one 
gentieman should another, 1 want to tell you there 
is much worse places up the street than this,” said 
a staggering man witha greasy coat. The children 
all ran up to show their vaecination marks, and 
a drunken woman displayed her face pitted with 
small-pox. There were many alling children in 
the street,

JOHN BOLAND JUMPS OVERBOARD BUT JOHN 


KRUSE RESCUES HIM. 


Nobody took special notice of battered old 
John Boiand ashe sat on the bow chain of the 
Fulton ferry-boat Ham iltona little before 8v0’clock 
last night. He was not a man made up to attract 
special notiee. One look at him was sufficient to 
show that he was an ordinary old fellow—that 
he had been eheated by fate and buffeted 
by the world until he had lest whatever 


ambition he ever bad and all interest in things 
going on about him. Theonly aspiring feature he 
had was his nose, the tip of which had been_given 
a tilt upward by ablow carefully p'anted in the 
centre of that organ. His gray chin whisker had 
evidently once tried to lock military, but had evi- 
dently given up the attempt as ineffectual and 
had beeome a limp, expressionless, bedraggied 
appendage. So he sat.and nobody noted him 
or his ineohereht maunderings. The boat 
was unloosed from the bridge and started slowly 
out of her slip on the Brooklyn side of thé river. 
She had moved only about her own length when 
everybody on board started forward, anxiously to 
gaze at the river and at poor old Jonn Boland 
straggling in it. He had ceased his muttering and 
launched himself into the stream, and, as he float- 
ed there, he kept ducking his head down, appar- 
ently eager to rid his lungs of air and weigh them 
lown with water. Life-preservers were thrown 
to him, and he ducked the more. A ladder was 
ut over the bow of the boat, and he avoided it. 
3oat-hooks were of no avail, and it seemed cer- 
tain that old John Boland wonld not grow any 
older, but would go down into the river and re- 
main there until a paddle-wheel or some other 
force sbould stir him up and bring him before the 
world again. 

Meanwhile a sturdy young man in a check 
jumper, over which were a pair of red braves, had 
been looking calmly on. Seeing that Boland was 
likely to go under, this young man—John Kruze, 
of No. 196 Madison-street—took a header into the 
river and reached his side. Catching the old man 
by the back of the neck he he!d him for a moment, 
despite his struggles and his earnest cries of “ Let 
me alone! Let medrown!” Then he pushed him 
toward the ferry-boat, and repeated the push until 
he got him alongside the ladder over its bow. 
There he took a good hold of him with one hand, 
and, clutching the ladder with the other, held him 
up. That was all Kruse could do, for his strength had 
almost given out. While the men on the ferry- 
boat were debating how to raise Boland and his 
brave rescuer to the deck, a steam launch from 
the navy-yard eame puffing elong. She was hailed 
and her crew soon put*both the men upon the 
ferry-boat. Boland fell on the deek, almost life- 
less. Kruve was also nearly exhansted, and, re- 
lieved of the burden that had been on them, his 
arms dropped limp to his sides, and he had 
to ;be assisted to a seat in the cabin. 
A “bracer” from the flask of a man 
who always looks forward to an emergency re- 
vived him, and when the ferry-boat reached New- 
Yorx and a policeman angrily grasped the coat- 
collar of poor old John Boland he was strong 
enough to walk to the First Precint station-house. 
The old man had to be supported on the journey, 
and when he reached the station he had an ague 
fit that made it impossible for him to speak. Partly 
recovering from this he told his name, said he waa 
49 vears of age, although he looked 65, resided at 
No. 32 Sussex-street, Newark, was not married 
and was a hatter. He refused to say why he had 
tried to commit suielde. He will have a chanee to 
explain his action this moruing to a Police Justice, 
who will apply the Penal Code to his case. - 


EXAMINING THE IMMIGRANTS. 
RAE EEE t SS 
ELEVEN ASSISTED FAMILIES ARRIVING UP- 
ON THE DEVONTA,. 

The steam-ship Devonia, of the Anchor Line, 
which arrived yesterday from Glasgow and Mo- 
ville, brought 11 families of assisted immigrants. 
The heads of five of the families were women. The 
assisted immigrants looked well, as a rule, and 
with one exception none had .been in the work- 
house, Catherine Boyle, who brought four chil- 
dren, said that she was in the work-house two 
years ago, but that her son took ber out and had 


supported ber since. She received £3 10s., and a 
passage to this country from the Poor Guardians. 
Her daughter, Margaret, who lives in Hobo- 
ken, called for her and promised to take 
oare of her; Catherine was allowed to go with 
her. William Callaghan, 60 years old, Drought his 
wife and seven children, the oldest of whom is 16. 
Wililiam said that he came to this country when 
quite young, and in 1856 he took out naturalization 
papers in Alleghany County, Md. He remained in 
this country until 1864, when he returned to Ire- 
land. He has bis naturalization papers with him. 
He said that he had a brotherin Cumberland, Md., 
who was a property-owner. Bryan Cannon, 70 
ears old, came with a daughter 30 years old. He 
had £2, and said that he had ason in Pennsylvania, 
who had written him to come and live with him. 
Bryan will be detained at Castle Garden until 
hie son, who bas been informed of his arrival, ca!la 
forhim.

CABLES INSTEAD OF HORSES, 
sai intelli 
THE; THIRD-AVENUE COMPANY TO*USE THE 
NEW PLAN IN TENTH-AVENUE, 

The system of propelling street cars by 
means of an endless cable has been in successfal 
operation in San Francisco and Chicago for many 
years and more recently in Philadelphia. The 
Third-Avenue Kallroad Company proposes to in- 
troduce the system in this City at an early date. 
The company secured the passage of a bill at the 


last session of the Legislature giving {tthe power 
to run cars through Tenth-avenue, from One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-fifth-street to High Bridge, by 
means of the new method of propulsion. Presi- 
dent Lyon, of the company, accompanied by 
an engineer, visited Chicago and Philadel- 
phia and examined the working of the 
system, and engineers in the employ of 
the company are now at work preparing 
pians for the operation of the Tenth-avenue road 
in that manner. Nothing has yet been done toward 
the construction of the new road. The avenue 
has been graded by the City authorities, but it is 
not yet puved, and the railroad cannot be put in 
operation before next Fall or Winter. Mr. Lyon 
said that the company would not make any experi- 
ments in the matter, The fact that the system had 
long been suceessful in other cities had convinced 
the Directors that it would not only be feasible 
here but it would bea great stroke of economy.
